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Beginning with the lyceum founded in 1818 by 
Justice Woodward, the Michigan movement 
flourished until 1860, e lly including 35 
lyceums. Lewis Cass, Henry Schoolcraft, Douglas 
Houghton, and others brought the movement to 
Detroit, whose Young Men's Society later pro- 
vided strong leadership and other support. There 
were 14 lyceums along the Grand River Road, 11 
of them in Grand Rapids. As Grand Rapids grew, 
its single lyceum gave way to business, scientific, 
labor, law, and library lyceums. The Ann Arbor 
lyceum was spontaneous and unorganized, often 
meeting only once or twice a year. The Marshall 
lyceum had to rely heavily on local talent. In 
Kalamazoo, enthusiastic participation and well 
chosen debate topics helped the lyceum move- 
ment develop consistently. Of questions debated 
in Michigan lyceums, 17% pertained directly or 
indirectly to slavery. Members maintained a 
forum for controversial ideas; and lectures (often 
inexpert) appealed to s’ intense educa- 
tional interest. These lyceums were significant 
because they existed on a large scale over a long 
period, contributed to the lives of outstanding 
civic leaders, dealt with most current issues, 
aided the formation of libraries and museums, 
stimulated education and self-improvement, and 
encouraged an interest in science. (Author/LY) 
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Identifiers—New York City, 
Alphabet, Philadelphia 
This study aimed to establish standards of ex- 

cellence for a television series of literacy pro- 

grams; to describe the planning, production, and 

broadcast of one series, Operation Alphabet; and 

to measure the performance against the stan- 

dards. A series of 100 1/2-hour programs, opera- 

tion Alphabet was aimed at achieving the third 

grade reading level. Created in Philadelphia and 

shown successfully there in 1961, it was made 

available to television stations throughout the 
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country. In 1962 NAPSAE was given copyright 
and booking rights; it issued supplemental materi- 
als in book form and instructions for procedures. 
In New York City, the series was given over three 
stations (commercial, educational, and high 
frequency) at three times each day. Individual 
tests were created by the State Department of 
Education and distributed by branch libraries; 
certificates of completion were offered. When the 

rformance was compared with standards of ex- 
cellence, it was considered that all but three of 
36 were met adequately with but few gaps. Three 
were not met: provision for widespread publicity 
and recruitment; frequent and varied repetition of 
the content of the program; and the response of 
society to the new literates. It was recommended 
that there must be adequate lead time and fund- 
ing, use of leaders of the subculture, and fol- 
lowup procedures. Public apathy must be over- 
come. (EB) 
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This study investigated the place of personal 
and background factors in attitudes of married 
women toward married women’s employment. 
The interview schedule, including an attitude in- 
ventory devised by the researcher, was ad- 
ministered to a sample of 236 women in 
northeastern Missouri. Significant relationships 
were found between attitudes and these variables: 
employment experience, educational level; family 
income, perception of husband's attitude and 
children’s feelings, and occupational status. No 
relationship to age, family status, place of re- 
sidence, satisfaction from housework, evaluation 
of family income, or satisfaction with volunteer 
service, was found. Groups who viewed women’s 
employment favorably were those who had 
worked since marriage; had some college or vo- 
cational training; had family incomes of $10,000 
or more; perceived husbands, children, and peers 
as approving of their employment; and were em- 
ployed in higher status occupations. Several im- 
plications were derived for continuing educators 
and employment personnel. (LY ) 
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This study surveyed experiences and charac- 
teristics of hard core unemployed black men en- 
tering a vestibule training program conducted by 
a large manufacturing firm; and a comparison 
group of “direct hires.’ Vestibule trainees were 
guaranteed an entry level job after completing 
several weeks of training. Turnover among direct 
hires was attributed largely to monotonous, physi- 
cally exhausting, or dangerous working conditions 
reported; but several personal characteristics (be- 
ing young and unmarried, poor job history, not 
having to pay most of one’s housebold bills and 
darker skin) were also relevant. Training program 
turnover was related to trainee attitudes toward 
the scheduling of training sessions; it was highest 
among darker skinned trainees with militant ra- 
cial attitudes. Although training may have 
changed attitudes (especially toward time, work, 
and personal sense of achievement), it had no 
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discernible effect on job skill development or 
subsequent turnover. Emphasis was urged on im- 
proving working conditions on industrial entry 
level jobs rather than training men to adapt to 
unpleasant, high turnover jobs. (The document 
includes questionnaires, 54 tables and figures, 
and items used in statistical comparisons.) (LY) 
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In this study designed to generate hypotheses 
concerning adult learning, cognitive p 4 
and the reeducation of disadvantaged adults, the 
phenomena of concept attainment, symbol 
manipulation, verbal behavior, differential in- 
struction, and awareness levels were investigated. 
Attention focus (cognitive style) in the concept 
attainment process was not satisfactorily mea- 
sured. The symbol manipulation process of 
literate and illiterate adults varied sufficiently to 
suggest further testing. The verbal behavior of 
lower class rural adult women was distinctly 
limited when compared with middle class rural 
women in the same community. This suggested 
that differentiated instructional programs should 
be examined. A design for manipulating the in- 
structional variables was developed for possible 
use in dealing with variance in the “awareness 
stage” of learning. The present report summarizes 
conditions which suggested investigation, the ob- 
jects for preliminary explorations, and resultant 
findings. (Twelve references, two tables, and a 
diagram are included.) (Author/LY ) 
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As underlined in papers and group discussions, 
the growth of nursing continuing education 
(NCE) requires a fuller commitment within the 
profession to the ideal of lifelong learning, im- 
proved self-diagnosis of needs, and a profession 
wide program of continuing career development. 
A national survey of existing NCE programs 
shows a predominance of full time directors (27 
with master’s degrees, four with doctorates, one 
baccalaureate); numbers of full time nurse faculty 
range from three to 23. Recourse to budgets, 
fees, grants, and tuition for financial support 
varied widely. One program's experience of how 
to get funds stressed the importance of identify- 
ing needs and securing a strong diversity of 
sources. NCE participation studies at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin and elsewhere reveal (among 
other things) strong motivation to undertake and 
persist in NCE programs, especially among nurses 
who pay their own fees. Meanwhile, such new 
concepts as health teams, career ladders, and a 
continuing education core curriculum are emerg- 
ing. (The document includes an overview of re- 
gional nursing programs in_ several states, 
telephone instruction and other audiovisual 
technology, and issues in program evaluation.) 
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Identifiers—Kentucky 
Morehead State University conducted inservice 
workesops in home management for 42 social 
caseworkers in eastern Kentucky. The subjects 
covered were community resources; family 
planning; clothing, gardening, and nutrition; and 
environmental sanitation and home nursing. 
Teaching methods included lectures, field trips, 
buzz sessions, questions and answers, group 
presentations, movies, film strips, and trans- 
parencies. Participants felt the most interesting 
subjects were sanitation, home nursing, garden- 
ing, family planning, and nutrition for the elderly. 
The lecture method was rated most effective; 
films and film strips were also ranked high; 
discussion groups were rated least effective. Be- 
fore the workshops, sanitation and home nursing 
had been the least familiar topics; it was felt that 
they were well covered but there was a need for 
more material on home nursing. After several 
weeks, a followup questionnaire showed that par- 
ticipants felt the information about food stamps 
and donated food programs, environmental 
sanitation, community resource agencies, and 
home nursing had been most beneficial to case 
workers when working with clients. Money 
management and family planning were topics 
they felt least prepared to discuss with their 
clients. (EB) 
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Identifiers— Massachusetts 
This study analyzed factors in attracting and 
recruiting professional nurses into Massachusetts 
state service. Although Massachusetts had rela- 
tively many registered nurses (RN), 45% were in- 
active. Resulting shortages were great, especially 
in state hospitals. All agencies had high turnover, 
with impending staffing crises in some agencies 
because many experienced nurses were nearing 
retirement age. A majority of nurses surveyed ex- 
pressed interest in inservice training programs 
(especially in psychiatric nursing) which build on 
previous education. Of all state service nurses, 
12% had baccalaureate degrees, 7% had graduate 
degrees, and 81% had diplomas or associate 
degrees only. There were new nursing programs 
in state institutions, but many did not meet RN 
needs because of lack of accreditation and other 
problems. Because Federal, state, and private 
sources of financial aid were readily available, 
educational costs were no great obstacle. Citing 
inadequate salaries (much below private hospital 
levels) as the Chief handicap in recruitment and 
retention, the Governor's Standing Committee on 
Nursing recommended higher salaries, together 
with improvements affecting patient care, recruit- 
ment, administration, and education. Increases of 
11% and 5%, respectively, were urged in the pro- 
portion of baccalaureate and graduate degree 


holders. (LY) 
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Identifiers— Washington State 
A questionnaire survey of student attitudes 
toward correspondence study at three of five four 
year colleges in the state of Washington, con- 
ducted by the Office of Institutional Education 
Research of the University of Washington, using 
a format similar to its study of faculty attitudes in 
1968, brought a response of 50% , which was 
augmented by a telephone followup of 50 non- 
respondents. It was found that the three par- 
ticipating schools did not serve the same clien- 
tele. Demographically, Eastern Washington State 
College students were older, more apt to be 
female, married, and possess more formal educa- 
tion than students from Central Washington State 
College and the University of Washington. The 
institutions tended to serve students who lived 
near them. High proportions of the Central State 
college and the state university were primary and 
secondary school teachers. The most general 
shortcoming of the correspondence courses was 
felt to be lack of contact with faculty and other 
students. Perhaps this and the restriction on the 
number of credits a student could earn through 
correspondence were the reasons that students 
limit themselves to 1-3 correspondence courses. 
Advantages were home study and lack of family 
and job disruptions by schooling. (26 tables and 
= * sysop used in the study are included.) 
(DM) 
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This study analyzed relationships between suc- 
cessful adjustment to retirement, preretirement 
counseling, and the psychological, economic, and 
other background characteristics of individual 
employees. A preliminary study in the western 
states showed no small companies, and relatively 
few other, with preretirement counseling pro- 
grams of any consequence. Eight large and medi- 
um sized companies, four with and four lacking 
such programs, constituted the sample; 648 
retirees and employees were interviewed. Most 
retirees (75%) accepted retirement as such, but 
many retirees and employees opposed mandatory 
retirement policies. Finances, health, activities, 
retirement ~ attitudes, previous retirement 
planning, morale, and job skill level were signifi- 
cantly related to good adjustment; resistance to 
retirement correlated with income, activities, 
financial planning, health, enjoyment of activities, 
retirement attitudes, and marital status. Activities, 
health, and financial planning were especially ger- 
mane. It was concluded that preretirement coun- 
seling programs aided adjustment and weakened 
older employees’ resistance to retirement, as well 
as improving morale and job related attitudes. 
(The report includes 331 tables, methodology of 
the study, and questionnaire.) (LY) 
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Identifiers—Australia, *University of New En- 

gland 

These papers cover planning, organization, and 
administration of programs conducted by the De- 
partment of University Extension of the Universi- 
ty of New England (New South Wales); they are 
concerned primarily with rural extension. The 
first paper reviews elements of program planning 
and program implementation in general. The 
second evaluates an extension program by apply- 
ing a model of the program planning process 
developed by Boyle. Papers three and four 
describe in detail the planning and organizing of 
non-residential and residential schools for adults, 
with emphasis on the challenge these techniques 
hold for the adult educator. The fifth paper is a 
reappraisal of the place of the arts in the educa- 
tion of adults. The sixth paper stresses the im- 
portance of thorough program planning and 
draws some implications of the present mono- 
gtaph for the adult educator. (Editor/NL) 
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This two week professional development in- 
stitute was designed to equip vocational educa- 
tion personnel for work with the disadvantaged. 
Participants (business educators and home 
economists) were expected to acquire basic un- 
derstanding of the problems of disadvantaged 
adults; explore consumer education services now 
available to the poor; identify approaches for 
coordinating school consumer education pro- 
gtams with those offered by other agencies; 
develop plans for program expansion; and select 
and/or construct suitable resource materials. Im- 
plications of vocational education amendments, 
the problems of low income consumers, con- 
sumer issues viewed in a socioeconomic and 
political context, and an orientation to alternative 
educational strategies, were stressed in the first 
week. The second week was largely devoted to 
developing the actual strategies for reaching and 
teaching disadvantaged adults, as well as a shar- 
ing of participants’ previous work with con- 
sumers. It proved difficult to separate consumer 
problems from broader psychosocial and 
economic problems; and it was concluded that an 
interdisciplinary, multiproblem approach is 
needed. The participants also had an opportunity 
to examine their own roles in vocational educa- 
tion. (Author/LY ) 
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The dual objective of this demonstration pro. 
ject was to show “how the reality of two or more 
language and ethnic groups present within one in- 
tegrated classroom could be utilized to develop 
(1) bilingual readiness in both English-speaking 
and Spanish-speaking children, and (2) positive 
attitudes toward and respect for one’s own native 
language and culture as well as the language and 
culture of other groups by the children of all 
backgrounds, by school personnel, by parents, 
and other community groups.” The major 
ethnic/racial populations of the three participat- 
ing New York City public schools consisted of 
Spanish-speaking children of Puerto Rican and 
Central and South American backgrounds, and 
English-speaking Negro and white children. A 
total of 15 kindergarten and four first-grade 
classes participated in the program, which was 
conducted by a bilingual teacher specialist for ap- 
proximately 15 minutes per day throughout the 
1964-65 and 1965-66 school years . Despite “. 
horizontal differences in background” and “‘verti- 
cal differences in experience and personality,” 
the kindergarten children appeared ‘unusually 
ready” for a program matching their stage of 
development and maturity. This report consists of 
an outline of the rationale and objectives of the 
Project; a discussion of the methods, results, con- 
clusions, implications, and recommendations; and 
related correspondence. (AMM) 
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The first field testing of the Adult Basic Educa- 

tion Oral Language video tapes, conducted dur- 

ing 1968-69, included five television video lessons 
and used three testing conditions: a classroom 
condition with video exposure, a classr con- 
dition with video exposure and follow-up drills 
conducted by a teacher, and a home condition 
with video exposure and no drills. Only the home 
setting treatment (found advantageous in terms of 
cost) was used in the 1969-70 video field testing 
program.

video programs do not tend to affect a dramatic 

change in attitude toward learning and using En- 
lish among Mexican Americans, Cubans, and 

erto Ricans, but is also is noted that the 
majority of the subjects in the experimental popu- 
lation already have a favorable attitude toward 
this variable. It can be tentatively concluded that, 
where the population attitude is lowest, greater 
goals are realizable through the Program. This re- 
port includes an outline of the research design, 
statistical findings, summary, conclusions, and 
recommendations.

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is paper represents a preliminary attempt to 
determine universals of grammatical development 
in children. On the basis of language acquisition 
data, a limited number of findings are presented 
in the form of suggested developmental univer- 
sals. These universals are grouped according to 
the psychological variables which may determine 
them, in the hope that it may someday be possi- 
ble to predict facts of linguistic development 
from principles of mental development. The un- 
derlying assumption of this work is that the child 
brings certain operating principles to bear on the 
task of learning to speak. Some of these princi- 
ples stem from his general cognitive development 
and some are a product of his psychological 
capacity to process and store information. Some 
of the latter principles may be specific to the 
manipulation of language but no particular claim 
is made here as to their innateness. Two broad 
aspects of mental development are considered. 
The first section of the paper deals with develop- 
ing cognition of the social and materia! worlds 
(cognitive variables); the second section deals 
with the particular abilities of the human mind to 
deal with linguistic structures (language 
processing variables). The discussion is limited to 
the development of grammar. (Author/FWB) 
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The present study explores accuracy and speed 
of responses by the five-year-old child to ex- 
panded and conjoined sentences. The following 
factors were considered: (a) number of transfor- 
mations, (b) types of transformations, (c) auxilia- 
ty-type sentence expansion and (d) type of query 
(those designed to elicit responses which should 
reflect comprehension of syntax versus those 
designed to elicit responses which should reflect 
comprehension of sentence meaning). Subjects 
were kindergartners from the American English 
speech community of Los Angeles. Since 
psycholinguistic literature pm oma that number 
of transformations might reflect comprehension 
difficulty, the conjoined sentences used in the ex- 
periment were arranged according to the number 
of operations or transformations they exhibited. 
Results of the experiment showed, however, that 
number of transformations was not a useful pre- 
dictor or the speed or accuracy of the child's 
responses to the types of sentences used. Sen- 
tence expansion was also not considered signifi- 
cant. Transformation type seemed to be pertinent 
to locating problem areas of difficulty in sentence 
comprehension, but it was not clear to what ex- 
tent generalizations regarding this factor could be 
drawn from the data derived from the present 
study. (Author/FWB) 
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Previous studies have demonstrated that certain 
differences in speech behavior can be related to 
the social characteristics of speakers. However, 
these studies have not explicitly examined the ef- 
fect of level of linguistic analysis on correlations 
observed between language variables and status 
variables. Three levels of analysis of a linguistic 
construction were selected for study: grammatical 
form, lexical choice and use of a predication 
type. The corpus was the speech of forty-eight 
dyads of children (male, female; low, middle 
socioeconomic status; Negro, white) performing 
three problem solving tasks. The grammatical 
form of the construction differentiated between 
social groups, sexes and races. Lexical choice 
within the construction seemed to depend 
primarily on the task itself. The findings demon- 
Strate that status differences in speech behavior 
at one leve | of linguistic analysis cannot be taken 
as evidence that similar status differences exist at 
another level. (Author/FWB) 
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One of the central questions in the study of 
bilingualism is the degree to which it is possible 
for a group to maintain their language even when 
accepting other cultural values. There are num- 
bers of cases of peoples who have managed to 
develop a modern industrial society without giv- 
ing up their national language; this is difficult, but 
possible. A necessary concomitant of such a 
result is a highly developed sense of national 
identity, and a movement supporting the national 
language as a bol of that identity. Whether 
this will develop with the Navajos remains to be 
seen. The present survey was carried out in order 
to provide a picture of the present status of the 
Navajo language, to serve as a baseline for later 
studies of any change, and to permit some degree 
of prediction of the direction and speed of lan- 
guage loss. Results of data gathered on the lan- 
guage of six-year-old children permitted the fol- 
lowing generalizations: (1) Overall, 73% of the 
children in the study come to school not speaking 
enough English to do first grade work; (2) the 
farther a school is from an off-reservation town, 
the more likely its pupils are to speak Navajo; (3) 
the farther children live away from a school, the 
more likely they are to speak Navajo at home; 
and (4) language is maintained for some time 
even when other traditional features of life are 
given up. (Author/AMM) 
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This report includes descriptions of ongoing

The lesson for- 
mat includes a presentation of basic sentences, 
pronunciation practice, grammar, drills, “listening 
in,” conversation, and vocabulary. Every sixth 
unit is a review. Quiche material appears in 
phonemic transcription with intonation indicated. 

Instructions to the teacher for presenting drill 

material and to the student for response 

procedures are provided. Tapes accompanying 
the course are available at cost from the Lan- 
guage Laboratory of the University of Chicago.

The major portion of this collection of literary 
pieces in Thai is classed as ‘‘court literature writ- 
ten in classical poetic form.” Also included are 
examples from modern short story writers. The 
authors feel that the modern short stories will 
present few problems to the students, but the 
classical works require some mastery of the vari- 
ous poetic forms and background information on 
Hindu mythology. It is also suggested that the stu- 
dent use the “Thai-English Dictionary” by 


George B. McFarland in conjunction with these 
selections as the vocabulary given in the back of 
the book includes only terms and names not 
found in McFarland, or those which are in- 
adequately defined there. All material appears in 
Thai orthography with the exception of notes 
dealing with spellings, identification of characters, 
background, and summary of the stories. (AMM) 
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This book, geared particularly toward 
beginning college and university students, treats 
style within the framework of general language 
variation, the discussion focusing chiefly on lin- 
guistic differences (both written and spoken) ob- 
served in everyday life, rather than on those 
found in poetry and belles lettres. The discussion 
is divided between theoretical and practical 
aspects of stylistics. Part One, ‘Theoretical 
Preliminaries’ gives a general idea of what 
stylistics involves, presents a set of techniques ap- 
plicable to the description of any piece of lan- 
guage, and discusses various theoretical concepts 
necessary for classifying the varieties of language 
into types. English is the focus of the discussion, 
but it is felt that the techniques could be general- 
ized to other languages. In Part Two the ap- 
proach is illustrated through detailed descriptions 
of various English extracts. Analyzed are the lan- 
guage of conversation, unscripted commentary, 
religion, newspaper reporting, and legal docu- 
ments. Each chapter is followed by exercises 
designed to raise points not dealt with in the 
body of the chapter. The final chapter presents 
suggestions for further analysis. (FWB) 
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This two-volume set of 18 tape-recorded lesson 
units represents a first attempt at preparing a 
course in the modern spoken language of some 
300,000 inhabitants of the peninsula of Yucatan, 
the Guatemalan department of the Peten, and 
certain border areas of Belize.

Grammar notes explain the points emphasized in 
the lesson; learning and practice drills follow 
each dialog. A simplified explanation of the 
sound system of Tunisian Arabic precedes the 
first volume.

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The present volumes comprise the first three of 
a forthcoming six-volume series in a comprehen- 
sive course in English as a second or foreign lan- 
guage for students of high school or college age. 
Materials are graded in content and selected for 
their “natural and conversational” form. Each 
Volume contains 20 units based on the following 
format: a short dialog to be memorized introduc- 
ing the new grammar points of the unit; a “Stu- 
dy” section presenting the grammatical structures 
in frames; ‘“Practice,”’ “Speak,” “Read,” and “- 
Pronounce” sections which provide for a wide 
variety of exercises to develop and reinforce the 
student's linguistic skills; and a “Copy” section 
designed for simple transcription or dictation 
practice. Special features include intonation 
markings for the dialogs, and facial diagrams. 
With short descriptions of the articulation to aid 
in pronunciation problems. Word and subject in- 
dexes conclude each volume. Laboratory tapes to 
accompany this series are also available from the 
publisher. (AMM) 
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In rehabilitation, the team approach demands 

harmonious communication among practitioners

The present volume, containing lessons with 

practice and review exercises, offers a systematic 

presentation of the symbols of the International 

Phonetic Alphabet (IPA) most widely used as a 

simplified means of representing the pronuncia- 

tion of General American English. The transcrip- 
tion symbols presented are those primarily em- 
ployed by Kenyon and Knott in “A Pronouncing 

Dictionary of American English,’ as well as the 

principal variants commonly used by major text- 

books and dictionaries. The vocabulary of the ex- 
ercises has been restricted, whenever possible, to 
the words of = frequency in daily use. The 
book is intended to provide intermediate students 
of English as a second language the means of 
verifying the standard pronunciation of unfamiliar 
words encountered as their vocabulary increases, 
and to help them improve the accuracy of their 

English pronunciation. The book may also be 

used in phonetics, linguistics, and teacher-training 

courses by advanced students of English as a 

second language, or by students who speak En- 

glish as their native language. (Author/AMM) 
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The purpose of this book is “to familiarize the 
student of linguistics with the social context of 
speech, and to familiarize the student of society 
with language as a referent and dimension of so- 
cial behavior."’ An attempt is made at a concep- 
tual integration of the literature of sociolinguistics 
(with emphasis on work published in the 1960's) 
so that the relationships between micro-sociolin- 
guistics, macro-sociolinguistics and applied 
sociolinguistics can be made clear. The material 
presented thus stresses the interdependency of 
linguistic and societal analysis, the usefulness of 
methods from all of the behavioral sciences, and 
the need for interrelating theories and methods 
that have often been kept separate. Chapter 
headings are: “Linguistics: The Science of Code 
Description...And More”; “Some Basic Sociolin- 
guistic Concepts”; “‘Interactional Sociolinguistics: 
Micro and Macro”; “Societal Differentiation and 
Repertoire Range”; “Societal Bilingualism: Stable 
and Transitional"; ‘Sociocultural Organization: 
Language Constraints and Language Reflections”; 
and “Applied Sociolinguistics." A bibliography 
containing 169 entries is appended. (FWB) 
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These preliminary materials for teachers of 
Spanish-speaking or nonstandard English-speak- 
ing migrant children are prepared in answer to a 
need felt by the Michigan Migrant Primary Inter- 
disciplinary Project for additional oral language 
material on the upper elementary level. The lin- 
guistic content of these materials, designed to 
provide tools for teachers to help these children 
develop the oral language they need for the 
school setting, are based on a contrastive analysis 
of Spanish and English.

Suggested grammatical structures 
and teaching techniques for presenting them are 
provided for each lesson.

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The object of this study was to develop a 
model from which Appalachian students can 
learn to differentiate between their dialectal 
pronunciation of certain vowels and the pronun- 
ciation of those vowels in Standard American En- 
glish. A secondary objective of the model is to 
enable students to imitate Standard American 
pronunciation. The first phase of the study was 
concerned with identifying those vowels in which 
dialectal deviations occurred and in identifying 
the form in which these deviations manifested 
themselves. Four major deviations were 
identified. The study was also concerned with 
analyzing the consistency between students’ 
pronunciation of these specific vowels and their 
spelling of words containing these vowels. Results 
indicated that a positive relationship between stu- 
dents’ pronunciation and their spelling of these 
vowels existed. The second phase of the study 
was concerned with developing a method by 
which Appalachian students could learn to recog- 
nize those dialectal deviations identified in Phase 
One. An aural-oral approach using rhyme was 
developed. Results indicated that such a method 
was effective in helping students recognize the 
difference between their pronunciation of specific 
vowels and the pronunciation given these vowels 
in Standard American English. The appendix in- 
cludes a prototype lesson.

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mation Theory (Language), Verbal Stimuli 

The greater part of this paper is dedicated to a 
non-technical discussion and criticism of the prin- 
ciples of Skinnerian behaviorism. Various aspects 
of the theory are examined, and its inability to 
deal with verbal behavior as a productive and 
creative activity is asserted. The author's point of 
view is that expressed by Noam Chomsky in his 
criticism of Skinner's “Verbal Behavior.” 
Evidence is produced to demonstrate that, con- 
trary to the assertions of behaviorists, innate skills 
are involved in first language learning. The 
author stresses that although it can therefore be 
supposed that every child learns his first language 
in the same way, independently of IQ or culture 
or training, there is no evidence that second lan- 
guage learning is one particular kind of task ap- 
proached in the same manner by all learners. For 
this reason the author believes that there is no 
basis for believing that there is the possibility of 
finding a theory that can provide a universally 
valid technique for language teaching; he stresses 
instead the pragmatic aspects of language instruc- 
tion. Finally, in considering how linguistics and 
psychology can help the language teacher, the 
author concludes that “Linguistics and psycholo- 
gy have nothing to say about the methods used in 
foreign language teaching.” (FWB)

This paper describes the TALK (Techni- 

cian/Apprentice Language Kit) model for “blue 

collar’’ Peace Corps trainees. The model seeks to 
overcome the low language aptitude of such 
trainees in academic learning situations by 
emphasizing their demonstrated task-oriented lan- 
guage learning ability. It also seeks to address the 

problem of inadequate teachers by employing a 

few highly-qualified supervisory instructors while 

capitalizing on the minimal teaching ability of the 

HCN (host country national) teaching ap- 

prentices. TALK has three chief features: (1) its 

one-to-one technician-to-apprentice design; (2) 

its applicability to cross-cultural training; (3) its 

status as a collection of learning elements: expert 
supervisory instructors, monolingual apprentices, 
craft-oriented language materials, a shop and 
necessary machines for the practice of the skills 
in question. The model rests on assumptions 
about the role of conviction in language learning 

(e.g., that any normal adult can learn as much of 

a foreign language as he is thoroughly convinced 

he needs), and on the importance of personal 

relationships with monolingual speakers of the 
target language.

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This paper discusses ways in which the findings 
of phonetic research, especially in the area of ar- 
ticulatory phonetics, can be applied to language 
teaching. Phonetic descriptions of a relatively so- 
phisticated sort are seen to be useful in language 
pedagogy in several ways: (1) by providing the 
student with a knowledge of what he’s trying to 
do (Research in psychoacoustics has led to the 
conclusion that a student must have some idea of 
how a particular phonetic distinction is produced 
before he can come to hear it.); (2) by indicating 
how one sound is related to others and how 
motor habits used in producing one sound can be 
used in producing others; (3) by providing a 
means of pinpointing students’ errors. Phonetic 
descriptions have the additional advantage of 
being objective and language-neutral in character. 
Phonetic training is seen as useful chiefly at the 
beginning of a language course and especially in 
dealing with exotic lang Three main areas 
in which it can help are discussed: (1) in teaching 
students a wholly new sort of sound; (2) in 
teaching students to control distinctions which 
they are used to treating as automatic in their 
own language; (3) in helping students to make 
pa rdlgs less familiar sound-types in new ways.

i provides background on the 
procedures currently used in the language inter- 
views conducted by the Peace Corps in testing 
Peace Corps Volunteer/Trainee performance in 
host country languages.

S 3 
outlines a more modest goal that is within the 
bounds of the present hardware and software 
developments in computer sciences--that is, a 
system for aiding textbook authors in compiling 
and revising language textbooks, and for aiding 
classroom instructors in using textbooks in a way 
more suitable for their students’ needs. Added to 
such a system is xy pn ypc for printing non- 
standard puters, which will 
make it possible to sales language textbooks 
printed in the orthographics of the languages. 
(Author/FWB) 
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This paper begins by distinguishing phonology 
(the study of the systematic nature of the inter- 
relations of sounds in a language) from phonetics 
(the attempt to describe completely all the physi- 
cal properties of an utterance). It is shown how 
in any language some properties of sounds are in- 
tuitively more relevant to the grammar and func- 
tioning of that language than others, and that it is 
therefore necessary to recognize the existence of 
a representation of an utterance from which a 
great deal of phonetic information has been 
removed but which contains all of the informa- 
tion necessary to distinguish this utterance from 
others in the language. As an example of how a 
consideration of the phonology of English can 











reveal a systematicity not obvious from the 
phonetics of the language, a discussion of the 
placement of primary stress in English words is 
presented. (FWB) 
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This paper asserts the “unquestionable” 

relevance of linguistic insights in the training of 

and subsequent use by teachers of English as a 

foreign language. Although the author agrees 

with Chomsky’s view that linguistics has nothing 
to offer the teacher in the form of specific 

proposals for language teaching methodology, he 
argues that linguistics can give the teacher the 
understanding of the phonetic, morphological, 
syntactic, semantic and usage aspects of the lan- 
guage necessary for classroom effectiveness. 

Because of the dominance of transformational 

grammar in recent linguistic research, it is con- 

sidered imperative that the TEFL teacher be 
aware of the terminology, tenets and results of 
this particular approach to language. The paper 
is, therefore, intended to provide the teacher with 
such an overview of transformational grammar 
and te direction which it is taking. In addition 
one specific approach designed to make the 
results of linguistic research directly relevant to 
the TEFL teacher is outlined: the development of 

a book intended to make the teacher aware of 

the sorts of errors most likely to occur among 

learners of English, the linguistic facts which un- 
derly these errors, and the way or ways in which 

the errors might be remedied. Work on such a 

book is presently being carried out at the Lan- 

guage Research Foundation in Cambridge, Mas- 
sachusetts. (FWB) 
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“Variety” is defined as a “unique configuration 

of linguistic features." These features charac- 

terize the language of conversation, unscripted 
commentary, religion, newspaper reporting, and 
legal documents. Everyone learns many varieties 
of at least one language. The ambiguity of usage 
labels like “‘slang” and “colloquial” indicates that 
we know very little about the full range of non- 
linguistic features which motivate certain vocabu- 
lary choices. To tell a foreign student of English 
that a word is “colloquial” or “slang” is to tell 
him nothing. He needs to know sets of words 
which are appropriate and inappropriate in the 
same contexts. Our notions of phonological and 
grammatical features in terms of language varia- 
tions are even vaguer. Although modern texts 
usually claim to stress patterns which are realistic 
and adapted to current needs, a student may 
never be exposed to actual samples of language 
in use. The fact that the varieties of English we 
listen to and read are not necessarily the ones we 
speak or write suggests that language texts should 
illustrate more often than they do spoken and 
written English which would be natural for the 
student to use productively. It also ts that 
there is a need for drills in which he is asked to 














change a spoken or written text from a variety he 
would normally read or listen to into one he 
might actually speak or write. (AMM)

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Identifiers— * Dialogs (Language Instruction) 
Dialogs are an effective tool for language 

acquisition and for transmission of cultural 

material. Much of the apparent confusion about 
how they should be used in the language class- 
room results from a failure to distinguish the ages 
and levels of proficiency of those for whom the 
dialogs are designed. The great advantage that di- 
alogs have over other modes of presentation of 
any kind of new language material is not so much 
that they are a reflection of linguistic reality, but 
rather that they present the material in a context 
that students find relatively easy to remember. It 
is essential that the student be taught the 
meanings of the dialogs in as realistic a setting as 
the classroom allows. Dialogs are not an end in 
themselves but should show the student that what 
he is learning in the classroom is going to be use- 

ful outside the classroom as well, both as a 

source of expression and as an indication of what 

the other culture is like. Selection and techniques 
for presentation of dialogs are discussed. (AMM) 
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Identifiers— *Quebec 
In Quebec, English is taught as a second lan- 

guage to four groups of people: French-speaking 

Canadians; immigrants; Indians and Eskimos; and 

foreign stud ats. The first group, in contrast to 

the others, is not integratively or instrumentlly 
motivated. They are not submitting to angliciza- 
tion in North America nor are they being 
required to know English for either school or 
work. Both the federal and provincial govern- 
ments have given financial, technical, and ad- 
ministrative encouragement to TESL. However, 

Quebec's insistence on sovereignty in education, 

especially in language teaching, makes federal 

funding of ESL programs a sensitive matter. 

Other pressing problems are the lack of extensive 

retraining programs for teachers, the absence of 

publicity campaigns to instruct the public, and 
the failure of teachers to prepare students for En- 
glish language learning. Increased communication 
between governments, ministries, school boards, 
teachers, training institutions, universities, parents 
and students would be a breakthrough toward 
solving some of the perennial problems. Also 
badly needed are centers for language learning, 
such as established recently by the Universiy of 

Ottawa, where research into language learning 

and teaching, teacher training, materials develop- 

ment and information dissemination can be cen- 
tralized and coordinated. (AMM) 
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That the English language has changed greatly 

over the centuries is an accepted fact; the fact 

that the movement hasn't stopped should also be 
accepted. Examples of analogic changes which 
are taking place in syntax and morphology illus- 
trate the state of flux of English. However, many 
teachers of English still believe that it is their 
duty to guard the language against change. This 
resistance to change can have a calamitous effect 
on non-native speakers because some of their 
solecisms might be the very indicator that they 
are grasping the idiom of the language. The 
author feels that the non-native speaker who can 
write, in the proper context, “Like I say,” “That 
man is much taller than me,” or “That coffee 
tastes real good” deserves commendation. He is 
really learning the language, and it will be time 
enough to make distinctions of level and style 
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Some language courses include series of tests; in 
other cases teachers must design their own tests. 
The most important point to keep in mind while 
designing tests is whether or not the results of the 
tests help to answer the above questions. Raw 
scores can be very deceiving without further in- 
formation as to the difficulty of the test or how 
the scores of all the students relate to each other. 
The size of the sample must also be considered. 
More can be decided about the progress of a stu- 
dent from a number of tests taken throughout a 
course of instruction than from one or two tests 
taken at the predetermined intervals. The aim of 
testing is not to penalize the students. The most 
useful information tests should be closely con- 
nected to the teaching, and should be arranged to 
take the least possible amount of time. Keeping 
test files is useful for evaluation and review. 
(AMM) 
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Lessons in this workbook for children learning 

English as a second language are based on the 
concept that the learning process is a cumulative 
one. They are designed to develop skills in speak- 
ing, reading, and writing, and to stimulate pupil 
interest through invol it in cl dialogs 
and activities. [Illustrations and language are 
geared to the maturity level of the children. In- 
structions to the teacher appear at the bottom of 
each page, enabling the teacher to utilize the 
same book as the student and avoid constant 
cross-reference. General instructions and sug- 
gestions for the teacher appear at the end of the 
workbook. This first-level volume emphasizes oral 
communication; further volumes in this six-level 
series are forthcoming for the 1971-72 academic 
year.

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In any field of study, teaching and learning go 
hand in hand with testing. In foreign language 
teaching, the testing of skills development has 
become a specialized area requiring the com- 
bined efforts of linguists, psychologists, statisti- 
cians, and educators. Teachers must constantly 
ask: What kind of progress are my students mak- 
ing in this second Ragnage course? and How ef- 
fective are the instruction and the materials used 
in teaching what is to be learned in this course?

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This bibliography, compiled and computerized 

at the Unversity of California, Berkeley, is 
designed to provide a comprehensive bibliog- 
raphy of materials in Chinese linguistics which 
can readily be expanded as the amount of materi- 
al increases. The present edition contains 3,000 
entries covering work published before the end of 
1967. The scope is linguistic studies of Chinese 
and related languages as well as general works in 
fields such as orthography and semantics which 
have some relevance to Chinese linguistics. Short 
abstracts are supplied for many items. Chinese 
entries appear in the “pin yin” romanization 
system in the main entry section and in Chinese 
logographs in a separate section. Entries are ar- 
ranged alphabetically by author, and a topical 
index is appended. The introduction gives a brief 
history of the CLIBOC project and discusses the 
computer program used. (FWB) 
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Beginning with the premise that the abilities 

and talents of women in American society are 

being expressed only fractionally, the author sug- 
gests we take:a look at our total culture in order 
to understand what is happening to women and 
men. Significant change needs to be far-reaching 
to make it possible for each individual to attain 
maximum potential development and to express 
this in satisfying ways. The author proposes that 
women should be allowed to choose to become, 
or not become, wives or mothers. The current

Literature on the learning of sex roles is 
cursorily presented and it is concluded that really 
basic changes would need to start with the train- 
ing of young children. (TL) 
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This report p data obtained from Project 

Talent (a longitudinal study designed to achieve a 
better understanding of the career plans and 
career development of young adults). In 1960 
400,000 students in grades nine through twelve 
were administered a battery of specially con- 
structed tests and inventories which collected 
data about their future plans, family background, 
interests, aptitudes and abilities. A series of fol- 
low-up studies has been completed or is being 
planned for one, five, ten and twenty years after 
each of the classes graduates from high school. 
The sample used in this study consisted of more 
than 69,000 students who responded to a five 
year follow-up survey. A summary of the data in- 
dicates that there was a high incidence of stu- 
dents’ changing their career plans during the first 
five years after graduation. Whether or not plans 
were changed was found to be only slightly in- 
fluenced by the amount of thought the student 
had given to his future career and the certainty 
and time of the initial choice. The changes 
seemed to have been made on a rational basis 
since they were in the direction of a more 
adequate utilization of the students aptitudes and 
abilities. (RSM) 
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This summary report presents in highly con- 
densed form some of the major findings and 
recommendations of an anthropological research 
study conducted among 1500 Cree Indians within 
a specified geographical area of north central 
Quebec in the years 1966-68. After a brief in- 
troduction, the study analyzes the historical roots 
of their underdevelopment, focusing on the con- 
siderable exploitation of the Cree by whites. The 
results are most visible in the cultural, economic, 
and geographic “enclave” in which the Indians 
reside. A second section of the report examined 
the social and cultural adaptations which the 
Cree have worked out in their efforts to survive 
in the changing world around them. The “‘oppor- 
tunities” offered them by the dominant society 
are viewed from the perspective of their in- 
adequacy in coming to grips with many viable 
features of Cree life. Values underlying present 
policies are discussed and recommendations 
made which involve: (1) increasing the economic 
opportunities of the Cree; (2) reorganizing and, 
thereby, rendering more effective, the educa- 
tional system; and (3) establishing an Indian so- 
cial development program. (TL) 
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A brief description of standard procedures used 
in training counselors is presented, and their net 
effect explained. The author feels that when the 
student counselor begins practicum, he is bur- 
dened with semi-crippling expectations of how he 
is supposed to do counseling according to a 


rigidly held, inadequately known theoretical 
counseling model. The need for a pre-practicum 
simulated counseling experience is next discussed. 
Such an experience involving 30 master’s stu- 
dents, working in groups of three which meet two 
or three times a week in conjunction with their 
Theories of Counseling course is described. The 
three students interchanged and enacted the roles 
of client, counselor and reactor. Emphasis was 
placed on the utilization of the behavior change 
principles of role playing and shaping. These as 
well as the goals of pre-practicum training are 
fully discussed. The effects of both techniques are 
presented. The paper concludes by 
acknowledging that the description of the pre- 
practicum experience was observational and 
without experimental, back-up data, but that ini- 
tial indications were that it is a fruitful approach 
deserving of further research. (TL) 
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This is a bibliographical compilation of much 
of the literature pertinent to the current drug 
emphasis which has appeared since c.

Action has been taken by some 
states, Michigan and lowa on the release of this 
information. Privileged communication may not 
be what counselors need, since this protects the 
counselee not the counselor, and furthermore, in- 
formation could not then be used to benefit the 
counselee. Each state should construct guide lines 
to give assistance in understanding and protection 
of the confidential information given to the 
schools and used by school personnel including 
counselors. The second article compiles some of 
the Kansas laws, legal opinions, and position 
papers that give insight into the problems and the 
position of the Kansas counselor as it relates to 
the problem of confidentiality. (SJ) 
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The schools have not met the challenge of 

preparing todays youth, many of whom lack both 

purpose and plans. This challenge to education 
can best be met through psychological studies 
and the application of psychological knowledge in 
the development of new systems of education. 

Some of the primary needs are: (1) an un-

Occupation and age had a signifi- 
cant impact on turnover. However, sex dif- 
ferences are greatly reduced when turnover rates 
are studied within segments of the total group.

titudes and expectations. Both men and women 

agreed on the ideal job aspects and on job 
satisfaction. (SJ)

In the appendices, 
the accomplishments, summarized in the body of 
the report, are presented in their actual form. 
The research reported herein was funded under 
Title Ill of the Elementary and Secondary Educa- 
tion Act. (TL) 
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These publications contain three of the topics 
for Strand II, Sociological Health Problems, 
which have been prepared as part of the kin- 
dergarten through twelve health syllabus revision 
project. The material included is intended for use 
in grades four through twelve. The topics covered 
are alcohol education, drugs and narcotics, and 
smoking. The booklets are set up in the following 
format; (1) reference or topic; (2) major un- 
derstandings and fundamental concepts; (3) sug- 
gested teaching aids and learning activities; and 
(4) supplementary information for teachers. A 
bibliography yo books, periodicals, films,

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Excepting opening comments, four papers are 

presented: (1) crisis counseling, which stresses 

the increasingly crisis-oriented nature of society 
and the schools, and which suggests guidelines for 
the counselor who is confronted with the situa- 
tion; (2) drug abuse, which deals generally with 
marihuana and its relationship to hard drugs, and 
states that the prime objective should be to 
prevent experimental curiosity into the use of 
hard drugs; (3) student activism, which 
elaborates on the anatomy of the boycott of 

South Junior High School, Lima, Ohio, and which 

lists preparatory and preventive steps for such 

emergencies; and (4) counselor involvement in 
change in the junior high school, which discusses 
the July 1 ‘“‘wedding” of ESEA - Ill and NDEA 

V-A and its implications. The focus is on progress 

toward a systems approach to career guidance. 

(TL) 
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Objectives 
The evaluation of this three-quarter experimen- 
tal sequence of courses includes three phases: (1) 
the use of non-participant observation of the lec- 
tures; (2) a series of questionnaires periodically 
administered to class participants; and (3) a pro- 
jected survey of class participants to assess the in- 
fluence and consequences of the course ex- 
perience. Two primary course goals are 
identified: (1) the training of counselors for the 
rehabilitation of alcohol and drug dependents; 
and (2) the informing of a broad sweep of profes- 
sionals in social work, education, nursing and 
personnel” work. A_ student profile at the 
beginning of the course showed 107 participants, 
ages 25-65, with varied educational and occupa- 
tional backgrounds. At the end of the course only 
73 remained. This information is broken down 
and discussed. The content of the courses taught 
all three quarters is presented. Problems encoun- 
tered included: (1) ambiguity of course goals; (2) 
lack of continuity in the | ; (3) diversity of 
the students with respect to prior education and 
experience; and (4) too broad a range of material 
to be treated in any depth. (TL) 
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Student School Relationship 

This collection of eight articles focuses primari- 
ly on the nature and extent of legal involvement 
in secondary school dissent and discipline. In the 
first article, the problem of school decentraliza- 
tion is viewed in terms of the conflicts which it 
creates. Another article presents the relevant 
legal decisions which aid in clarifying just what is 
included in the concept of constitutionally pro- 
tected free speech. In three related articles, the 
following areas are dealt with: (1) the sig- 
nificance of the Tinker vs. Des Moines Schools 
decision (the black arm-band case) in expanding 
the applicability of constitutional free speech 
guarantees to the public school setting; (2) three 
constitutional theories under which the validity of 
public school regulations of students’ hair styles 
may be attacked; and (3) the test of reasonable- 
ness as applied to long hair bans in public 
schools. In contrast to the dominant current 
focus, a lengthy article concerns itself with the 
non-constitutional limits of the power of school 
boards to make rules governing student conduct 
and status. A few major trends of judicial involve- 
ment in public education are discussed in the 
somewhat summary-type concluding article. (TL) 
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Starting with the observation that attitudes 
towards death cannot be divorced from attitudes 
towards life, the author proceeds with a critical 
and reflective look at American society's poor 
management of death, both in terms of the dying 
person and the bereaved. Denial is the 
mechanism used to protect ourselves from facing 
the fact of death, and the result is a cold and in- 
appropriate ritual which assigns the primary roles 
to the undertaker and the physician. Much is said 
about the stages through which a dying person 
goes in making his peace with death, and about 
the ‘grief work" of the bereaved in learning to 
live with his new situation. The unfortunate and 
lonely ways in which people are forced to handle 
these critical periods is examined. Specific sug- 
gestions for changing the attitude toward death 
includes: (1) stop denying its existence; (2) hu- 
manize the procedures that surround it; (3) 
redesign the rituals so as to humanize them; and 
(4) teach about death, appropriately, throughout 
life. (TL) 
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This paper presents three different aspects of 

research in industrial and organizational 

psychology. First, characteristics of major ad- 
vances in science, and in the social and 
behavioral sciences are given, including: (1) team 
research is more common for major advances; 
and (2) young men under 35 are responsible for 
many major contributions. Secondly, the charac- 
teristic ways industrial and organizational 
psychologists conduct their research and the 
research requirements in these areas for the 
seventies are considered, including: (1) stan- 
dardization; (2) replication; (3) more funding; 

(4) more valid instrumentation; and (5) mea- 

sured response to “innovation’’. Third, consider- 


ing the above two areas, the optimum approaches 
of industrial and organizational psychology 
research to meet the requirements of the future 
are explored. Examples included the setting up of 
a series of panels to serve as standard-setting 
groups, problem solvers, links between the 
academic and non-academic researchers, and to 
perform functions which are described. (KJ) 
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The subjects were boys in two vocational high 
schools who had been rated by their teachers as 
responding favorably or unfavorably to supervi- 
sion. Small groups were shown one film daily 
over a period of five days and discussed the role 
behavior of the supervisor shown in the film. In 
one group of experimental subjects, positive at- 
titudes toward Structuring Expectations and 
Production Emphasis, and negative attitudes 
toward Consideration and Tolerance of Freedom 
were reinforced. For a second group of subjects 
the opposite reinforcement conditions prevailed. 
Control groups did not see the films. The experi- 
mental group of poorly adjusted students that 
received negative reinforcement of Consideration 
and Freedom, and positive reinforcement Struc- 
ture and Production was rated several weeks later 
as responding significantly less favorably to super- 
vision than the control group of poorly adjusted 
students. It was concluded that for this group of 
subjects, attitude reinforcement worsens 
behavior. Previous research wiih the moview in- 
dicated that discussion of the five roles without 
attitude reinforcement resulted in significant im- 
provement in response to supervision. (Author) 
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This report presents an experiment in post- 
graduate training of mental health professionals 
through innovative education designed not only 
to inform but to produce changes in individual at- 
titudes, roles, and skills, as well as in agency pro- 
grams. The educational design was based on a 
human factors or sociocentric change model. In- 
cluded in Part One is a summary of project ac- 
tivities with specifics on the goal, the educational 
model, the | geaporor the outcomes, and the 
evaluation of the training project. Major impacts 
are noted on individuals, agencies, and on rela- 
tionships between agencies. Based on material 
from rating scales and interviews, there was in in- 
creased acceptance of the goals of community 
mental health, an expanded definition of the 
field, and a greater sense of professional responsi- 
bility. Part Two of the report provides a detailed 
description of the curriculum and program, in- 
cluding lists of staff and participants. The appen- 
dix provides a followup questionnaire and 
reference material. (Author/KJ)

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Males’ and females’ conceptions of ideal men 

and women in relation to their perceptions of 
sex-role sterotypes and their self-concepts were 
investigated. The following hypotheses were sup- 
ported by the results obtained: (1) ideal males 
and females are seen as more similar than typical 
males and females (p<.01); and (2) one’s. self- 
concept is closer to his corresponding sex-role 
sterotype than to the sex-role ideal; one’s ideal 
self is more similar to the sex-role ideal than to 
the sex-role stereotype (p<.01). The findings 
showed that individuals are content with neither 
the sex-roles nor with the relative position of self 
with respect to the sex-roles as they are perceived 
to exist at present. (Author) 
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An initial assumption was that persons with less 
than full professional training can provide 
meaningful, useful and effective mental health 
services. The is confined to occupationally- 
oriented training at the associate of arts level and 
at the B.A. level. The extent of current associate 
of arts level training programs is discussed, as 
well as the curriculum. Two year mental health 
programs are viewed as emphasizing: (1) process- 
oriented courses; and (2) field experiences. Jobs 
held by people completing these programs are 
discussed. A more extensive treatment of 
developments in B.A. level training for mental 
health workers is presented. The current satus of 
the job market for these people is analyzed. A 
comparison between the two types of programs 


points up that they do not share common objec- 
tives. Various issues in training mental health 
workers are aired. One major consideration is the 
extent to which the professions should play a 
major role in non-professional training. (TL) 
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Proposed is the development of an ecology cur- 
riculum at the secondary school level by home 
economics instructors in conjunction with 
teachers in biology, health, social science, etc. To 
combat the decline in enrollment in home 
economics and the complaint of irrelevance of 
traditional cooking and sewing courses, home 
economics teachers are urged to redefine their 
field as human ecology, an academic discipline 
with legitimate vocational programs attached 
such as food preparation, day care, community 
service. (Author) 
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This paper reviews some of the findings from 

two studies of the reactions of single college stu- 
dents and married couples who viewed one of 
two pornographic films. Findings from the first 
study included: (1) women were aroused as much 
as men upon viewing the film showing inter- 
course; they were less aroused and the men were 
more aroused after the film showing oral-genital 
sex. The majo finding in the second study showed 
that the married male who is high in sex-guilt 
finds his marital sex life less satisfactory, mastur- 
bates more and has a more positive response to 
pornography than a single male high in sex-guilt. 
A second paper presents a study involving middle 
class adults married at least ten years who viewed 
pornographic films. Results suggest that these 
films produced no sustained change in behavior 
with the above subjects. A third study, assessing 
relationships among exposure to pornography, 
moral character, and sexual deviance concludes 
that character is the mediating variable associated 
with sexual deviance and criminal deviant and 
sexually active peer groups. (KJ) 
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Emphasis is placed on the role of legislation 

and laws as factors in the growth of school 

psychology, which growth has, by design, paral- 

leled that of special education. The limited func- 

tions of the school psychologists are viewed as 
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resulting from the special education legislation 
which mandated supportive services. The author 
complains that the school psychologist “‘is a ser- 
vice,” not part of the total instructional program. 
His image is narrow and limiting. Awareness of 
the disappearance of an early state department 
bias which favored school psychology is noted. 
The author concludes that the school psycholo- 
gist must maintain his primary role in evaluating 
the handicapped, but must develop other com- 
petencies as well. (TL) 
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Current research in psychotherapy is indicted 
because: (1) it omits the question of social or 
political values; and (2) it fails to come to grips 
with the fact that social, political and economic 
institutions are a large part of the problems of 
those who need help the most. Poverty is defined 
in psychological terms as a pattern of hopeless- 
ness and helplessness, of feeling limited and ex- 
pendable. In these terms, psychotherapy is viewed 
as excluding the old, the black, the poor and the 
ignorant. Given the absence of hard data support- 
ing the effectiveness of psychotherapy with these 
individuals, a case is made for the use of non-pr- 
fessionals in mental health efforts which could 
serve this unserved population. In line with this, it 
is proposed -het psychotherapy must couple in- 
dividual remediation with attempts at institutional 
change. A residential youth center, formed by the 
author and a group of non-professionals in New 
Haven’s ghettos, is offered as an example. Twenty 
youngsters, aged 16-21, previously adjudged to 
have almost insurmountable problems, were ad- 
mitted. A control group was used. Results showed 
increased work attendance, increased incomes, 
and decreased arrests and time in jail. Also, the 
group came to feel less alienated and more trust- 
ful than the control group. (TL) 
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This paper, the final one in a series of three, 

presents the results of a test on the relative pre- 

dictive efficiency of four alternative hypotheses in 
pe main the “salience typist gh (the relative 
uence of parents and peers) among youth. 

The four hypotheses include: (1) grade level ap- 
proach; (2) goals hypothesis; (3) situational ap- 
proach; and (4) relationship hypothesis. The data 
were obtained through the mass administration of 
a precoded and pretested survey instrument to 
seventh, ninth, and twelfth graders. From the 
data, several conclusions were drawn: (1) grade 
has only a minimal impact on the pro-parent 
orientations of youth; (2) social class appears to 
be an important variable where the level of 
parent adolescent affect is not controlled; and (3) 
perceived reference set help in making decisions 
about goals is not an important factor in the 
determination of the hi es 
among youth when considered relative to other 
variables. The findings indicate that the relation- 
ship model is a useful theoretical perspective in 
the explanation of the salience hierarchy during 
adolescence. (KJ) 
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This publication is a revision of a preliminary 

curriculum guide on family living including sex 

education which was developed and implemented 
during 1967-1969. Among the objectives listed 
for this program are: (1) to promote an aware- 
ness that, within the various patterns of family 
living, love and mutual concern are basic to har- 
monious relationships; (2) to provide a body of 
content which can be used as a basis for decision 
making; and (3) to build attitudes and values 
necessary for pupils to become effective members 
of the family and society. The materials in this 
bulletin include the scope and sequence of the 
generalizations to be developed, the content and 
suggested learning activities for their develop- 
ment, teaching aids, and levels of psychosexual 
development of children at various age levels. 
(KJ) 
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Psychology and Population is defined as the 
study of individual dispositions and behavior that 
affect the size, structure and dispersion of the 
population, and the way in which acts of in- 
dividuals enter into the dynamics of population 
change. Even this definition was viewed as in- 
adequate, ignoring, as it does, the reciprocal ef- 
fect of population on individuals. The author 
proposes a framework of relationships between 
the individual and society. Within this framework, 
he focuses on the causes of human fertility, which 
refers to the number of live births in a popula- 
tion, not to the capacity to bear children. The ur- 
gency of the population problem is stressed as the 
factor which should motivate psychologists to 
assist in researching the myriad questions which a 
focus on Psychology and Population raises. Many 
of these questions are included, and significant 
research beginnings cited. (TL) 
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The primary effort of the study described is an 
examination of the effects of college environ- 
ments on the aspirations, achievements, and attri- 
tion rates of disadvantaged students at the end of 
their freshman year. Subjects were 180 students 
all of whom were classified as being disad- 
vantaged. The various variables in the study are 
presented and discussed. This section is followed 
by results and discussion including the topics: (1) 
educational aspirations; (2) occupational aspira- 
tions; (3) academic aptitude and achievement; 


(4) self-ratings on academic and personality 
traits; and (5) life objectives. The next section 
discusses the effect of college environments on 
educational outcomes of disadvantaged students. 
The method of analysis is given along with educa- 
tional, occupational, and personal outcomes. 
Some results of the study are: (1) a greater pro- 

of blacks aspire to postgraduate educa- 
tion than nonblacks; (2) disadvantaged students 
rate themselves high on drive to achieve and so- 
cial self-confidence; (3) the best predictors of 
educational outcomes in this study were early 
achievements and aspirations; and (4) cohesive 
and personal school environments have positive 
effects on most of the educational outcomes. 
(KJ) 
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The bulk of the report was an outline of the 
steps taken to accomplish stated project tasks. 
These tasks included: (1) identifying the dimen- 
sions of value, which involved reviewing the 
literature and formulating a model based on 
Maslow's hierarchy of needs; (2) constructing the 
item pool, all of which were to be pictorial; (3) 
developing a test format; (4) developing instruc- 
tions; (5) pretesting items; (6) scheduling the 
final testing; and (7) preparing the test in final 
form. Two major problems were encountered to 
date: (1) a lack of cooperation of Indian subjects 
in time for pretest; and (2) the effect of the es- 
sentially unstructured cognitive processes of small 
children on the validity of the items. Other areas 
rted on were: (1) significant findings to date; 
(2) staff utilization; and (3) future planned activi- 
ties. Materials which have been developed were 
appended. (TL) 
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Recognition errors of children in Grades 2, 4, 
and 6 were examined. Subjects learned words 
under intentional or incidental instructions and 
were tested immediately or 48 hours later. Sub- 
jects had to choose a target word from among 
acoustic, conceptual, associative and neutral dis- 
tractors. The immediate recognition of 2nd-grade 
subjects was dominated by acoustic errors, that of 
4th and 6th graders by associative and conceptual 
errors. Instructions had little effect on types of 
errors. Over the interval, acoustic errors 
decreased relative to the other error types. 
Development changes in memory attributes and 
differential forgetting of attributes was inferred.

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The predominant use of female teachers in the 
elementary school is one of the variables to 
which the inferior learning rates of males in ele- 
mentary school has been attributed. The present 
study was designed to determine the effect of the 
sex of the her/experimenter on the learning 
of a reading-like paired associate task by children 
in two elementary school grades. A double blind 
design was used in the study. Sex of experi- 
menter, sex of subject, and grade of subject were 
the independent variables in the study. The de- 
pendent variable was the total number of correct 
responses on the paired associate task specifically 
designed to resemble the act of learning to read. 
The data were analyzed by analysis of variance. 
A significant difference was found between learn- 
ing rates of first and fifth grade subjects, but no 
significance was found in the different learning 
rates of: (1) boys and girls in the first grade; (2) 
boys and girls in the fifth grade; or (3) subjects 
of male and female experimenters. The sex of the 
teacher, per se, does not differentially affect the 
academic performance of boys and girls if both 
sexes are given equal opportunities to participate 
in instruction.

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Two fifth grade measures of the ability to deal 
with symboli lationships were developed for 
use in future factor analytic research concerning 
the nature of intelligence. Circle Reasoning was 
adopted from an adult level test by modifying the 
number of symbols and the nature of the princi- 
ples on which the items were based. Item analysis 
results suggested that the four major categories of 
relationships formed a continuum of difficulty ac- 
cording to the complexity of symbolic relations. 
Evidence of a learning set effect provided 
questions for future h. A Number Series- 
Correction test proved too difficult for fifth grade 
subjects. A Number Series-Completion test was 
somewhat easy. Complexity of relations and 
degree of deviation from the examples were the 
factors concluded to account for the range of 
item difficulties. A correlation between Circle 
Reasoning and Number Series-Completion of .58, 
corrected for attenuation, suggests that the un- 
derlying abilities may be common to both tests as 
has been claimed in similar research with older 
subjects. (Author) 
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The first part of this Boo ow briefly describes 

two studies concerned with cognitive processes in 
children. One study examined the ability of Kin- 
dergarten and First Grade children to apply a 
simple rule of logical inference in order to solve a 
two-object discrimination problem. ree 
the rule was of the form “if A, then not B.” 
second study employed the more difficult play 
tional discrimination problem and _ provided 
evidence concerning the ability of pupils in 
Grades 6, 10, and 14 to apply the more complex 
rule “if A and B, then A; if B and C, then B; if C 
and A, then C.” The second part of this paper 
describes preliminary efforts to develop a general 
model for describing cognitive processes. The 
proposed model was compared to other similar 
theoretical models. Finally, the practical useful- 
ness of this theoretical model for educational 
research was demonstrated by describing a suc- 
cessful elementary school mathematics project 
which stressed the analysis of mathematical state- 
ments into statements of underlying cognitive 
operations of processes. (Author) 
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*Cognitive Development, Cognitive Objectives, 
Cognitive Processes, *Learning Processes, Sen- 
sory Training, Skill Development, *Transfer of 
Training, *Visual Discrimination, Visual En- 
vironment, Visual Learning, Visual Perception 
Twenty-seven kindergarten subjects were 

trained on two different double classification 
matrix tasks to determine whether they were 
hierarchically related. Prior behavioral analyses 
had shown one task to be simpler than the other. 
It was assumed that, in hierarchical transfer rela- 
tionships, one order of task acquisition is more 
favorable than others. Thus, it was predicted that 
learning the simpler task, then the complex, was 
the “optimal” learning sequence. The study was 
designed so that this optimal order could be com- 
pared with non-optimal orders. Results indicated: 
(1) that subjects who learned in optimal order 
learned the more complex task in fewer trials 
than subjects who learned in the reverse (non-op- 
timal) order; and (2) subjects in the reverse 
order group acquired the simpler task in process. 
These are in accord with the hypothesis that the 
two tasks are hierarchically related. It was sug- 
gested that acquisition of complex cognitive skills 
may be a matter of learning specific relevant 
prerequisites rather than of entering a “stage” of 
development.

This is a report of the first phase of a three- 

phase project to determine the extent to which 

values of parents, pupils, and teachers are con- 
gtuent and to determine relationships across 
ethnic, socioeconomic, occupational, and related 
variables. The purpose of Phase | was to concep- 
tualize the values domain, preliminary to instru- 
mentation and measurement to be accomplished 
in Phases 2 and 3. Three judges analyzed 432 
value statements taken from articles in the social 
and behavioral sciences. Interviews were con- 
ducted with a ~— of 404 subjects to derive 
value categories which could check against the 
values domain established through literature anal- 
ysis and also serve as a data pool for instrument 
development. Fourteen judges categorized sets of 
290 statements into value and non-value catego- 
ries, and reported decision rules governing their 
choices. The interviews conducted in the course 
of establishing a values domain concomitantly 
produced data which will be utilized in instru- 
ment development, and yielded corollary results 
suggesting differences across ethnic, 


socioeconomic, and occupational variables.

The last describes the or- 
ganization of accessible higher education in vari- 
ous states, particularly as it bears upon the major 
issues outlined. (AF) 
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This study examines the changes in attitudes, 
interests, and values of the Fall 1965 freshmen 
over the subsequent 4-year period. Data were ob- 
tained from the admissions and registrar's offices 
and from the College Student Questionnaire, 
which requested information on: (1) the student's 
educational and vocational plans; (2) the commu- 
nity and schoo! from which he came; (3) curricu- 
lar and extracurricular activities in high school; 
(4) study habits and attitudes; (5) family 
background; (6) preferred educational practices 
or expectations about college; and (7) the degree 
of independence from family, and peer influence, 
degree of liberalism, social conscience, cultural 
sophistication, motivation for grades, and family 
social status. The first part of the report describes 
the general characteristics, family background, 
secondary school experience and educational and 
vocational plans of the class at the time of its first 
registration. The second part discusses the 
academic progress of the freshmen class of 1965 
during the years from 1965 through 1969. The 
last part discusses the changes in career objec- 
tives and educational philosophy. (AF) 
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Concern with the prevalent under-representa- 
tion of ethnic minority groups in Western gradu- 
ate schools, and with the growing demand of 
minority students for more relevance in the col- 
lege curricula, prompted a cooperative WAGS- 
WICHE (Western Association of Graduate 
Schools-Western Interstate Commission for 
Higher Education) effort in the general area of 
graduate education and ethnic minorities. The 
first paper in this volume is the report of a 
WAGS-WICHE sponsored workshop on graduate 
education of minority students. It deals with the 
philosophy, objectives and guidelines of minority 
education programs as formulated by the minori- 
ty group students who attended the workshop. 
Other papers focus on graduate opportunity and 
support programs for minority students in all 
fields of academic. endeavor (with one paper 
specifically devoted to the Indian student) as well 
as on current and projected programs in the area 
of ethnic studies and the ration of faculty in 
US ethnic study fields. Recommendations and 
guidelines are the results of the work of 6 task 
forces composed of graduate deans, minority 
group consultants, and WICHE staff who served 
as members of the WAGS-WICHE committee. 
(AF) 
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This issue of Lehigh University News is 
completely devoted to the events that lead to the 
formation of the new all-University forum. In the 
week of April 7-15, 1970, a coalition of frus- 
trated militant and moderate students occupied 
the University Center, called a strike, demanded 
seats on the board of trustees and a 50-50 split of 
the power in an all-University legislative and 
review body, and caused classes to be suspended. 
Within that week, the faculty and administration 
approved the constitution of the new all-Universi- 
ty forum, and the board of trustees ratified it on 
May 2. The forum, which allows the election of 
two students and two faculty members who can 
attend all meetings of the board of trustees, has: 
(1) authority to set policy with respect to extra 
curricular activities, academic environment, and 
academic program and planning, involving special 
educational opportunities; (2) power of review 
over long-range planning, the overall budget, 
community relations, and all administrative ap- 
pointments at the rank of dean and above; and 
(3) power to make policy recommendations re- 
garding curriculum, research policy, and 
academic discipline. The constitution of the 
forum is attached. (AF) 
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Many of New York City’s 35 private institu- 

tions of higher education are in financial difficul- 

ties and need the help of the City. This report by 
the Council of Higher Educational Institutions in 

New York City (CHEI) outlines 12 steps that can 

be taken to assist these institutions. These steps 

include: (1) absorption by the City University of 

New York of all private institutions now in finan- 

cial trouble; (2) a tuition increase that would 

cover operating costs and other expenditures; (3) 

an annual subsidy on a per head basis; (4) the 

development of an operating plan whereby all 
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credits can be transferred freely between all in- 
stitutions; (5) a cooperative plan for hiring facul- 
ty; (6) the establishment of a New York City ad- 
visory corporation under the Mayor which could 
help the institutions deal with their financial 
problems; (7) the recruitment of a strong indus- 
try-education committee to be used as an adviso- 
ty board; (8) launching a Council of Trustees to 
discuss mutual problems; (9) a study through the 
CHEI of all private institutions in the city; (10) a 
research project through the CHEI to develop 
special programs to be shared by the institutions 
and which would form the basis for ten years of 
cooperative planning; (11) the development of a 
strong City Department of Higher Education; and 
(12) the appointment of a CHEI steering commit- 
tee to meet regularly with the Mayor. (AF) 
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The purpose of this study was to examine the 
conditions, financial and otherwise, of New York 
State's private institutions of higher education, 
and to recommend measures the state can take to 
preserve the strength and vitality of these institu- 
tions without infringing on their freedom. After a 
brief review of the history of New York private 
institutions, their present conditions are 
discussed: finances; management, with some indi- 
cation that large universities seem to be in worse 
condition than smaller ones partly because of 
shortcomings in management, control, and 
planning; the impact of the Scholar Incentive 
Program which has not proved to be of signifi- 
cant benefit to private institutions; enrollment, 
which continues to rise, though not as rapidly as 
in the public sector; and their planning effort, 
which includes the role of the Regents with 
t to statewide planning and coordination. 
Recommendations follow on: (1) improving state- 
wide planning and coordination; and (2) the need 
for limited direct state aid to private institutions. 
The constitutional question is considered, the 
conditions for state support suggested, and an aid 
program proposed. The appendices include nu- 
merous tables with statistical and financial data.

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This report presents the result of a comprehen- 
sive study of changes that have occurred in 
higher education over the last two decades.

The re- 
port also presents a summary of changes by type 
of institution, and the results of the questionnaire 
sent to the institutional presidents in which they 
listed the most significant events that had taken 
place in their institutions’ recent history. A sum- 
mary of the academic preparation and mobility 
patterns of the presidents is included. The rcport 
concludes with a special analysis of student 
protest. (AF) 
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The main objective of this conference, which 
was sponsored by 18 women’s colleges, was to

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The purpose of this report is to provide a com- 
mon framework within which Ohio's public in- 
stitutions of higher education can perform their 
existing planning, programming, and budgeting 
functions. The purposes, organization, and out- 
puts of higher education are discussed in the first 
3 sections. Purposes include: instructional objec- 
tives, research, public service, auxiliary services 
to students, and student financial assistance. Or- 
ganization for utilization of resources may involve 
3 levels of management: operations, program, and 
enterprise management. The outputs can be 
determined in ways appropriate to the particular 
category of effort undertaken and services pro- 
vided. The next 2 sections discuss: (1) planning 
the objectives of higher education which requires 
following a set number of procedures; and (2) 
programming the output of higher education, in- 
cluding instructional programming, programming 
for the Associate Degree, the BA degree, gradu- 
ate professional instruction, graduate instruction, 
research, public service, auxiliary services, and 
student aid. The last 4 sections deal with: (1) 
budgeting the inputs for current operations; (2) 
planning capital improvements; (3) programming 
capital improvements; and (4) implementing the 
system. (AF) 
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After their freshman year in college in 1966, 

1744 outstanding black high school students who 

had reached the Commended stage of competi- 

tion in the first National Achievement Scholar- 
ship Program were followed up for study. They 
were classified according to the type of 4-year 
college attended: public or private predominantly 
Negro colleges, or low, moderate or high selec- 
tivity predominantly white schools. There were 
marked differences among the students attending 
the different types of colleges in socioeconomic 
status, performance on a standardized test of edu- 
cational development, and regional and high 
school background. The public Negro colleges 
tended to enroll those who were most disad- 
vantaged, both economically and educationally, 
while students at the highly selective white col- 
leges tended to come from the most advantaged 
families and educational backgrounds. Overall 
freshman performance was quite high in all in- 
stitutions, but students in the predominantly 

Negro colleges had higher grades than those in 

the predominantly white colleges. College type 

was also associated with the career choices and 
goals they expressed. (Author/AF) 
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This report discusses the research in 

and finished research conducted by the National 

Merit Scholarship Corporation.

completed a 94-item questionnaire. The percent- 
age of Finalists responding to each alternative of 
each item was obtained, and a matrix of intercor- 
relations of 50 selected items was calculated. In 
terms of their item responses, the Finalists ap- 
peared to be high aspiring, high grade achievers, 
academically oriented, professional occupation 
oriented, high extracurricular achievers, active, 
interesting, and talented young people. 
(Author/AF) 
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The financial crisis for institutions of higher 
education is deepening. Higher tuition rates may 
be one of the answers, but this would exclude 
even more young people from attending college 
because of inability to pay, at a time when 
greater equality of opportunity in higher educa- 
tion has become an im nt goal. Federal sup- 
port has helped but not alleviated the serious 
situation. The establishment of a Higher Educa- 
tion Loan Pool (HELP) could help both institu- 
tions and students. The Pool should be ad- 
ministered by a nonprofit, government-chartered 
corporation that would be authorized to make 
three types of loans: (1) contingent repayment 
loans to students up to $15,000, which the stu- 
dent would repay with a flat-rate personal income 
tax for 60 years after graduation, with the rate re- 
lated to the original amount borrowed; (2) fixed 
repayment loans to students which would be 
comparable to present National Defense Educa- 
tion Act loans, but more liberal; and (3) college 
facilities loans which would allow colleges to bor- 
row the full cost of building facilities with repay- 
ment over 50 years. Since ability to pay seems to 
be a far more effective barrier to a college educa- 
tion than ability to learn, the contingent loans 
will especially help the poor and female students, 
who previously may have declined to borrow 
because of the heavy indebtedness incurred right 
after college, regardless of income earned. (AF) 
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There are several barriers to increasing the 
number of black graduate students in the univer- 
sities. The first impediment is the loss of overall 
graduate student support which will be sharply 
felt beginning in the fall of 1971. The Nixon Ad- 
ministration’s program places a heavy emphasis 
on loans and persons from low income. families 
are often reluctant to add to their debts accumu- 
lated from their undergraduate years. Another 
problem is that a relatively small number of black 
graduates oapply to graduate school; many are 
siphoned into industrial and business careers 
after graduation. A third barrier is the fact that 
black applicants tend to concentrate in a small 
number of fields: generally the humanities and so- 
cial sciences, with almost no applications in the 
engineering field. Given these factors, the criteria 
used for admissions must be examined. The 
validity of the usual predictors varies widely 
across different areas of study, and motivation 
may be more important than undergraduate grade 
point average. (AF) 
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This report presents some statistical data on 
black graduate student applicants. Twenty-five 
major graduate schools were requested to supply 
information on the number of identifiable black 
applicants by field; 11 were able to supply the 
data. They were: Berkeley, Brown, Columbia, 
Cornell, Harvard, Princeton, Minnesota, MIT, 
Syracuse, University of Wisconsin, and Yale. Ap- 
plications varied from 346 to 84. Berkeley had 
346 applications, 7 schools had between 100 and 
200 applicants, and 3 had under 100. Some 
university departments attracted disproportionate- 
ly large percentages of the total number of appli- 
cants in a particular field: MIT, for example, 
received 62% of all city planning applications, 
and Brown University received 45% of the total 
number in Romance Studies. The humanities and 
social sciences attracted 85% of the students, 
while the physical sciences received fewer than 
10% of the applications. The total number of ap- 
plications to the 11 institutions was 1,694 - a very 
small percentage of the approximately 50,000 
Blacks who received undergraduate degrees in 
1969-70. Of 546 applications examined for dupli- 
cation of applicants, 425 represented actual in- 
dividuals. (AF ) 
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Universities have responded to disruptive 
disturbances and to the underlying student unrest 
in various ways. Internal disciplinary actions, the 
use of police or national guard, the use of court 
injunctions and criminal prosecutions have been 
used by various institutions at different times. 
The purpose of this report is to develop princi- 
ples and procedures that will ensure freedom for 
dissent, while preserving order. The report deals 
first with the protection of freedom of expression 
and political activity in public colleges and 
universities, including the freedom of association, 
of speech and assembly, of the press, and within 
the classroom. The protection of these freedoms 
in private institutions is also discussed. The next 
section deals with the maintenance of order with 
justice and presents university disciplinary 
procedures and the principles for achieving relia- 
bility and fundamental fairness. These include: 
the need for rules, equality of enforcement, “im- 
partiality of the trier of fact,’ notice of the 
charge, information concerning the nature of the 
evidence, opp ity to be heard, basis of the 
decision, and representation of the accused. The 
relationship between campus and civil authority 
isdiscussed, including such issues as injunctions, 
criminal sanctions, civil actions for damages, 
need for planning, double je ly, and revoca- 
tion of financial assistance. (AF) 
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Recent economic research has uncovered in- 
creasing evidence that women earn less than men 
in our society, even when they have similar 
qualifications and perform similar jobs. This study 
investigated whether a similar pattern of 
economic discrimination prevailed at Indiana 
University. Salaries were compared of men and 
women who had faculty or faculty-administrative 
appointments in December 1968, on the basis of: 
(1) type of appointment; (2) rank; (3) school in 
which the appointment was held; (4) level of 
education as measured by the highest degree 
held; and (5) professional experience as mea- 
sured by the length of time an individual had 
taught at the University and the length of time to 
complete his or her education. The difference in 
gross monthly salaries between men and women 
was $375.61, and, with all variables held con- 
stant, women could expect to earn about $100 
per month less than a man. The difference in 
gross income is partly because women tend to 
held fewer advanced degrees, have lower 
academic ranks and fewer administrative appoint- 
ments, and tend to teach in schools where 
average salaries are relatively low. The fact that 
women still earn $100 less per month suggests a 
systematic bias in the University’s methods of 
determining individual salaries that works to the 
detriment of women. (AF) 
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This report describes the results of 2 question- 
naires designed to measure students’ perceptions 
of and satisfaction with aspects of their small 
liberal arts college environment. The test was ad- 
ministered to samples of students enrolled in the 
experimental program, alternates (students who 
had volunteered for the experimental program 
but were not selected) and students in the con- 
ventional curriculum. It was found that: experi- 
mental students viewed the college as less impul- 
sive and more traditional than did other groups; 
they saw themselves, faculty, others and adminis- 
trators as less traditional than did other groups; 
rated the college higher on sympathy and found it 
more non-directing. They saw themselves as more 
impulsive, liberal, egg-headed and rebellious than 
did other students. They were more likely to drop 
out for academic reasons and less comfortable 
with other students. The conventional curriculum 
students saw everything and everybody as more 
disciplined, more personal and friendly. They 
viewed other students as more rebellious than 
themselves, and were most likely to drop out for 
nonacademic reasons. The alternates saw students 
as least disciplined, and other students and facul- 
ty as less sympathetic. They were most comforta- 
ble with other students, but least satisfied with 
the academic side of college life. (AF) 
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This report discusses Friends World College 

(FWC), an experimental and innovative institu- 

tion on Long Island. FWC is committed to creat- 

ing change agents to bring about a better world. 

It considers itself an agency for bringing students 

into contact with resources, and it considers the 

functions of its program to be less in the realm of 

supplying information and more in the realm of 

formation of character and achievement of 

direction and purpose. It is impossible to assess 
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the College by conventional standards, because it 
is not a conventional institution. This report 
reviews the admission criteria, which includes the 
desire by the applicant to change the world; liv- 
ing accommodations (barracks about to be torn 
down); the educational program which demands 
the keeping of a journal by the students; the liv- 
ing and work experience in foreign countries, the 
language program; accreditation and evaluation 
procedures; the financial situation, and the in- 
stitution’s governance. (AF) 
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A review of the literature indicates that 
although some authors maintain that scholastic 
aptitude test scores of disadvantaged students are 
not clearly iated with college grades (Clark 
and Plotkin, 1963), most researchers have found 
the opposite to be true. Some selective institu- 
tions emphasize the disadvantaged student's per- 
sistence, rather than grades, but persistence alone 
is not a good measure of academic success. Many 
other institutions ignore test scores and concen- 
trate on high school grades in admitting disad- 
vantaged applicants, though there is ample 
evidence that grades alone are not a good predic- 
tor of academic success because of the dif- 
ferences in the quality of high school education. 
Aptitude test scores and high school grades, when 
used together, usually do predict college grades 
of disadvantaged students about as well as they 
do for other students. Therefore, admission to 
selective colleges should be based substantially on 
test scores and high school grades, regardless of 
ethnic or socioeconomic background, and the gap 
between the academic promise of educationally 
disadvantaged applicants and the usual minimum 
demands of the institution should not be greater 
than explicit provisions for remediation, tutoring, 
coaching, and perhaps curriculum reform can 
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The purpose of the seminar was to find some

Some approaches to measurement of out- 
put are suggested by Alexander W. Astin, John E. 
Brandt, Robbin R. Hough, and John P. Miller. A 
prise gry and a list of participants are in- 
cluded.

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This report contains one-page summaries of a 
majority of the 134 research studies funded 
through the Oklahoma Consortium on Research 
Development. The research covers the whole 
spectrum of academic topics , from nursing to 
ecology to art to politics.. Brief summaries of a 
majority of the 37 development seminars funded 
through the Consortium are also included in this 
report. (AF) 
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This report presents the opinionniare results for 
two instruments developed and administered on a 
pre-and post-test basis. The first study was made 
to determine how students, faculty, and adminis- 
trators perceive the effect of faculty research ac- 
tivity on instruction. Responses were obtained 
from 8,220 students, 336 faculty and 85 adminis- 
trators for the pre-test, and 7,797 students, 361 
faculty, and 78 administrators for the post-test. 
The findings were that students, faculty and ad- 
ministrators tended to agree strongly that 
research does affect the quality of teaching posi- 
tively, and that research activity keeps a profes- 
sor abreast in his field. In general, students and 
faculty exposed to research tended to be more 
positive toward research than other groups. The 
purpose of the second study was to determine 
how presidents and Coordinating Council mem- 
bers perceived “what is” and “what should be" 
the situation at their institutions relative to 
research activity. The results indicated that both 
groups felt that research activity at their institu- 
tions relating to the Oklahoma Consortium on 
Research Development objectives had increased, 
but was still significantly less than it should be. 
Generally, the perceptions of all respondents re- 
garding what should exist - while remaining posi- 
tive - changed on the post-test to a more negative 
or realistic view. (AF) 
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Section I of this report on the status of women 
at Harvard discusses the inclusion of women in 
the faculty, administration, and Graduate School 
of Arts and Sciences. Women are under- 
represented at the highest and most visible levels 
of the faculty. Though women constitute roughly 
20 percent of the students taught in the Faculty 
of Arts and Sciences, women hold only 13.5 per- 
cent of the selected teaching and research ap- 
pointments and their appointments are concen- 
trated at the lower levels. Of Harvard's 447 ad- 
ministrative employees, 111 are women, but only 
8.1 percent of these are in the highest ranks, as 
opposed to 28.4 percent of the male administra. 
tive employees. In the GSAS approximately the 
same percentage of female applicants is accepted 
as male applicants. The second section discusses 
the reasons for reviewing the whole situation, and 
the third section suggests the formation and com- 
position of a committee of the Faculty to study 
the status of women in the Faculty, the Graduate 
School, and the Administration. This section also 
raises policy question s that the committee should 
consider in terms of faculty recruitment and ap- 
pointment, administrative hiring, and promotion 
practices, and admission policies, awarding of fel- 
lowships and teaching assistantships, and job 
recommendations in the Graduate School. The 
appendix includes a report on female attrition 
rates in the Graduate School, and one on part- 
time professorial appointments at Princeton.

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The student revolution has become the domi- 
nant instrument of social change in this country 
and will continue to be. Society is at the moment 
in an intrusion-activism phase with invisible 
disturbances surfacing, generally in a violent 
manner. An amorphous counter-culture is emerg- 
ing, a person-centered culture that is challengin: 
the scarcity and technologically oriented trade 
tional culture. “Arribismo,” the unbridled desire 
to rise, is taking place among many groups in our 
society; blacks and other minority groups, 
women, homosexuals, drug users etc. are all ex- 
pressing their need for self. ion and 
wth. More = half our Pehoped b is under 
5 and many of them have deve! heightened 
consciousness, approaching moral zealotry. They 
are demanding that the nation's leaders know our 
moral and ethical center. Universities have to 
respond to the students’ needs; we need to have 
person-centered colleges and “tracks,” as well as 
post-industrial society tracks for persons who 
want to acquire the know and skills to enter 
more traditional professi areas. Universities 
are the litmus paper for what is going on in the 
nation. If they can absorb part or all of the new 
rt it will augur well for society as a whole. 
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Throughout the evoluation of academic institu- 
tions, the technique of organizing separate and 
parallel units of existing institutions has been the 
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easiest means of academic reform. The creation 
of cluster colleges is one example, as well as the 
creation of parallel colleges such as Radcliffe and 
Pembroke. A second technique is the device 
called “election” whereby students can choose 
from parallel competing courses. Parallelism is a 
popular device because it doesn’t change existing 
programs, but it is not a technique for reforming 
the existing curriculum, except by undercutting it. 
The most pressing problem of curricular renewal 
is not the lack of new ideas, but the difficulty of 
getting these ideas implemented. A common 
technique of altering the curriculum has been to 
wait for a faculty member to resign, retire or die. 
Another technique has been radical upheaval and 
reorganization. Several factors are important in 
effecting change; the most influential of which 
seems to be “reward.” This includes the need, 
motivation, market, incentive, pressure for and 
anticipated benefits of change. When curricular 
revision seems to be less threatening than the 
consequences of inaction, revision blossoms. 
Other factors are the institution's own orientation 
toward change and structure. A patriarchal struc- 
ture or collegium orientation is very deterimental 
to any change. (AF) 
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The purpose of this study was to examine the 
major issues involved in governmental financing 
of, or assistance to, higher education. Of central 
concern was the overall size of governmental sup- 
port and the justification for it. The study begins 
with a review of the needs and demands for 
higher education as shown by projections of en- 
rolilments and expenditures. Some economic is- 
sues in public financing of higher education are 
then examined, including the relationship 
between education and economic growth, the 
rate of return on investment in higher education, 
and some relevant alternatives for public policy. 
The study then concerns itself with federal 
financing of higher education: federal aid in the 
past, new forms of aid, and alternatives to present 
programs; and concludes with a discussion of 
state and local financing of higher education, and 
the questions of the size of the financing 
problem, tuition, student loans, and scholarships. 
Some state studies on this problem are reviewed. 
(AF) 
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This report consists of: (1) a salary study which 
examines salaries paid to full-time faculty at Kan- 
sas State Teachers College by differences in sex, 
rank, and department; and (2) a copy of KSA 44- 
1101 - 1109, a law enacted by the 1970 Kansas 
legislature, providing equal pay for equal work, 
regardless of the sex of the employee. Tables in 
the study show: (1) 9-month average salaries, 
1969-70, by rank and sex, college-wide; (2) the 
same but by department; (3) Board of Regent's 
suggested 9-month salary guidelines, and the 
faculty who are above and below maximum and 
minimum levels, by sex and department; (4) 
1969-70 average raises, both percent and ab- 
solute dollars, by sex; (5) 9-month average sala- 
ries by rank, sex, and department, for new full- 
time faculty hired Fall 1969; and (6) $-month 
average salaries by rank and sex, on a college- 
wide basis, for new full-time faculty hired, Fall 
1969. The findings are that women full-time 
faculty. members experience discrimination 
throughout the College in matters of salaries for 
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their respective academic ranks. Not only do 
women earn less on the average than their male 
counterparts, but they receive lower percentage 
raises. Recommendations to rectify this situation 
are made. (AF) 
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This report describes the most significant ac- 
tivities of the Dayton-Miami Valley Consortium 
during the period of September 1, 1967 - Februa- 
ry 28, 1970. The purpose of the Consortium is to 
promote interinstitutional cooperation and thus 
improve planning, research, instruction, and ad- 
ministrative services. The activities of the Consor- 
tium fell in 2 broad areas: (1) development ac- 
tivities which included: computer services, cross- 
registration, course consolidation, faculty 
exchange, library programs, learning resources 
circuit, educational television, interinstitutional 
working committees, joint community service ac- 
tivities, and area studies; and (2) research and 
research related activities, which included a feasi- 
bility study on the establishment of a joint bureau 
of government research, the Miami Valley Pro- 
ject, a faculty data bank, retraining of teachers 
and administrators, student research on educa- 
tional innovation, computer terminals for 
research and instruction, and computer-assisted 
instruction. Additional material, illuminating in- 
dividual projects, is included in the appendix. 
(AF) 
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This supplement to the final report (ED 040 
693) presents research summaries of member in- 
stitutions of the Oklahoma Consortium on 
Research Development--an organization which 
seeks, as one of its objectives, the development of 
viable, ongoing research programs. The summa- 
ries contain information on: (1) institutional in- 
volvement in the Consortium; (2) institutional 
benefits from this involvement; (3) institutional 
plans for further research activity, and (4) a com- 
parison of project and institutional research office 
aeration and related activities for 1966-67 and 
1969-70. (AF) 
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The objectives of this study were: (1) to deter- 

mine if a student's attitude toward his role as a 

rater of teacher behavior could be changed to 





become more positive as a result of his orienta. 
tion to that role; (2) to determine if the choice of 
the student to continue to rate could be in. 
fluenced; and (3) to determine if the inter-rate 
variability could be reduced and a more uniform 
frame of reference developed. An attitude scale 
concerning the role of students as raters of 
teacher behavior was developed and administered 
to two equal groups, randomly drawn from the 
Fall 1969 freshman class at Freed-Hardeman Col. 
lege. Three group counseling sessions were held 
to explain the purpose of rating, importance of 
student opinions efforts being made by the facul- 
ty to improve instruction, use of the data col. 
lected and possible benefits to students which 
could occur as a result of their participation as 
raters. Findings indicated that the orientation did 
not significantly affect the student's attitude 
toward his role as a rater, nor his decision to con- 
tinue as a rater. The control group was predomi- 
nantly disposed toward rating, and hence there 
was no significant difference between the two 
groups on the choice of rating. (Author/AF) 
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The measures of academic success used in this 
study were: mean college grade point average, 
value changes as measured by pre- and post-test 
scores on the Allport, Vernon, and Lindsey, “Stu- 
dy of Values,”’ and the number of persons who 
fell into the following categories: dropouts, per- 
sons on academic probation, persons with grade 
point averages of less than 2.0 , and students with 
gtade point averages of 2.0 or more. Eighty-nine 
Negro freshmen were randomly divided in 2 
groups. One of these, the experimental group, 
was divided into 3 subgroups, each of which was 
assigned a counselor and provided with special 
tutoring and counseling for the entire first 
semester. The control group was given no special 
assistance. The results indicated that there were 
no significant differences between the 2 groups in 
grade point averages, value changes, or number 
of students in the various categories, nor did the 
use of different counselors for the subgroups 
seem to make any difference. There was 
evidence, however, that Negro freshmen 
responded better to a Negro counselor than to 
either a male or female white counselor. (AF) 
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This report contains 3 studies made by the 
Commission on the Status of Women at Kansas 
University. The first is a survey of the number of 
female students and faculty 1 members in 7 histori- 
cally male-dominated sch A ture, Busi- 
ness, Engineering, Journalism, Law, Pharmacy, 
and Social Welfare. The Deans and Assistant 
Deans of these schools were interviewed regard- 
ing the participation of women in their depart- 
ments, in terms of involvement in honorary socie- 
ties, scholarships awarded, placement services, 
dropouts, and specific fields chosen. There 
seemed to be no substantive proof of overt 
academic discrimination against women. The 
second study is a report of the Scholarships 
Awards Committee, which investigated the selec- 
tion and granting of financial assistance to stu- 








dents. The records indicated that women were 
awarded National Defense Student loans as often 
as men. The last study is an analysis of freshmen 
women responses in interviews on factors in- 
fluencing their choice of a residence hall. The 
freshmen were given a preference card on which 
they could express their preference for one of 
four living plans: all women’s halls with or 
without closing hours, and coeducational halls 
with or without closing hours. (AF) 
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This study probes the relative effects of 2-year 
and 4-year college environments on their stu- 
dents. Using a population of 305 male students 
who had resided and graduated from public 
schools in the same county, 195 were randomly 
selected for the study. These students--68 from a 
university and 46 liberal arts, 25 technical, and 
56 business students from a nearby 2-year junior 
college--were given a variant (Bingham’s Occupa- 
tional Repertory Test) of the Modified Repertory 
Test, both at college entrance and 21 months 
later. Changes in self-esteem, level of incorpora- 
tion of occupational concepts, and level of incor- 
poration of social role concepts were noted. 
Statistical analysis of data suggests that: (1) 
preselection factors were operating in the stu- 
dents’ initial program choice; (2) 2-year college 
students experienced a noticeable increase in self- 
esteem and identification with higher status occu- 
pations, making post-test differences in self- 
esteem between 4-year and 2-year college stu- 
dents insignificant; (3) the identification between 
2-year college students enrolled in occupationally 
centered programs and their occupation was in- 
tensified; and (4) there was little change in the 
self-esteem or occupational identification of stu- 
dents completing their first two years of universi- 
ty experience. Based on these findings, the effects 
of the 2-year college environment are seen as 
particularly significant in developing occupational 
and self-concepts. (JO) 
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Two concepts receiving increased emphasis in 
today's junior colleges are the use of current, 
tesearch-based techniques of instruction and the 
instructional accountability of faculty members. 
One way to insure effective implementation of 
these concepts in the individual junior college--as 
envisioned by the Junior College Division of the 
Regional Education Laboratory for the Carolinas 
and Virginia--is through use of an Educational 
Development Officer (EDO). This individual 
would be trained to assist his institution in apply- 
img contemporary research methodologies and 
learning psychology to the instructional situation. 
Currently, the Regional Education Laboratory is

training EDO's to: (1) aid the faculty in develop- 
ing and specifying instructional objectives, (2) 
serve as measurement consultants in constructing 
pre- and post-tests of student learning, (3) aid in 
the designing and subsequent revision of learning 
activities and teaching techniques, (4) conduct 
summative and formative evaluations of instruc- 
tional programs, and (5) encourage research- 
based administrative decisions by evaluating their 
impact on student learning. As envisioned by the 
Laboratory, the EDO will function on the vice- 
presidential level within an institution, but his 
functions could be divided among existing staff 
members. In either case, the EDO’s role is con- 
sidered distinct and separate from that of the typ- 
ical institutional research officer. (JO) 
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Questionnaire responses from 187 speech in- 
structors representing 96 junior colleges in the 
western United States were studied to determine 
approaches to the basic speech course at these 
institutions. Such a course is required for gradua- 
tion at 42 per cent of the institutions; it typically 
receives three semester units of credit, meets 54 
hours per term, and emphasizes public speaking. 
Development of a general facility in basic speech 
techniques appears to be the fundamental course 
objective. Types of speech receiving the greatest 
emphasis are those to inform, to persuade, and to 
demonstrate; however, impromptu speaking and 
discussions are also frequently mentioned. Course 
requirements usually encompass seven to eight 
major speeches, a few quizzes, reports on 
speeches and lectures, and out-of-class written as- 
signments. Most instructors prefer an informal 
rather than a standardized grading form, and 93 
per cent report no use of the “normal curve” in 
grade assignment. About 60 per cent of class 
time is used for speech presentation, and about 
20 per cent for criticism. Most instructors report 
current use of voice recordings for student skill 
development, with many indicating future plans 
to use videotape. Based on these and other 
findings of the report, it is concluded that, while 
similarities and diversities in approach are ap- 
parent, follow-up study is needed to spot trends, 
new developments, and successful innovative 
techniques. (JO) 
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These procedures--developed by a special com- 

mission of the National Faculty Association of 

Community and Junior Colleges--describe the 

frequency, nature, process, and scope of such ac- 

tions. The criteria and methods of evaluation are 
set at an initial conference between the evalua- 
tion team and the faculty member, and the col- 
lege is obligated to make a genuine effort to 
assist each ber in the imp it of his in- 
struction. If a faculty member's contract is 
recommended for non-renewal by the evaluation 

team, the proceedings shall be reviewed by a 

Professional Practices Committee made up of 

three faculty members selected by the Faculty 

Association. If this committee recommends 

dismissal or non-renewal, then the Governing 

Board may act in accordance with established 

procedures and pursue the recommended action. 

Fundamental to the establishment of these 

procedures are the following concepts: (1) such 

procedures should apply to all faculty--proba- 
tionary or tenured--from initial date of employ- 
ment; (2) evaluation and the possibility of dismis- 
sal action are inseparable; (3) evaluation should 
be made by colleagues in the same area of spe- 
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cialization; (4) evaluation should be based on the 
particular instructor's objectives and instructional 
environment; and (5) only those procedures that 
are conducive to improvement and that cannot 
be applied in an arbitrary and threatening way 
should be used. (JO) 
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The environmental perceptions of 144 ran- 

domly selected freshman students at a 
southwestern junior college were measured using 
the College and University Environment Scales 
(CUES). The sample was equally divided 
between male and female students, and among 
three groups: city commuters, rural commuters, 
and campus residents. Differences between group 
means on each CUES scale were determined by 
analysis of variance (t ratio), and tests of sig- 
nificance (F ratio) were applied. Looking at the 
results, males and females recorded the greatest 
differences on the awareness and practicality 
scales, and the greatest similarities on the com- 
munity and scholarship scales. Within the groups, 
the greatest spread of scores was noted on the 
community and propriety scales. Using .0S as the 
level of significance, only on the awareness scale 
did the females differ significantly from the 
males. Strong agreement was noted on the 
scholarship and community scales. 4 
no significant differences the groups were 
indicated at the .05 level. Trends indicated by the 
t ratio show rural commuters perceiving the most 
and resident students the least emphasis on prac- 
ticality at their college. In addition, the resident 
students perceived less emphasis on community 
than the other groups. A greater contrast 
between resident and city commuter students was 
noted on community, propriety, and scholarship 
than between resident and rural commuter 
groups. (JO) 
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This study compared the responses of 100 ran- 

domly selected students from a rural and an 

urban Missouri community-junior college campus. 

A stressful situation was defined as any one that 

causes the student to be concerned, anxious, or 

uncomfortable. Respondents were to indicate for 
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each of 25 items whether certain situations 


caused them great, moderate, little, or no stress. 
Results were reported for the following subgroups 
of urban and rural students: male, female, 
transfer, and ional-technical. Urban sub- 
group respondents were more consistent than the 
rural subgroup in their ratings of the hi and 
lowest stress-producing situations. Signi! dif- 
ferences at the .0S level were indicated for the 
following situations, using the Chi-square test: im- 
personality of college life, Vietnam war, loneli- 
ness, lack of student representation on college 
committees, and pressure from too many respon- 
sibilities. Urban students indicated significantly 
greater degrees of stress resulting from the first 
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two, and rural students indicated significantly 
greater degrees of stress resulting from the last 
three. Contradictions between stated college 
teaching practices and what actually goes on in 
the classroom produced significantly more stress 
for rural transfer students than for urban transfer 
students. In conclusion, it should be noted that 
urban students were more concerned with na- 
tional problems (Vietnam war, draft) compared 
with the more local concerns of rural students 
(loneliness, pressure). (JO) 
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The broad range of information presented in 
this study suggests the current status and poten- 
tial directions of community-junior colleges’ com- 
munity services programs. Data was obtained 
from 301 responses to a questionnaire sent to all 
784 junior colleges listed in the AAJC 1970 
directory as having such programs. The areas of 
concern and some of the information obtained 
can be seen in the following. Of initial concern 
was a description of community services 
directors, deans, and coordinators. Age, highest 
educational degree obtained, areas of academic 
preparation, and professional association affilia- 
tion were established. Next, opinions of these ad- 
ministrators about the most often consulted 
professional literature, leading community pro- 
grams, and leading experts in the field were 
ascertained. Looking at institutions, enrollment 
and enrollment changes; number of off-campus 
programs, personnel, and advisory groups; ac- 
creditation status; program acceptance by the 
college community; and, staff increases and needs 
are viewed. Important sources of income, their 
relative importance, and community service 
budget changes give a budgetary perspective. In 
the future , most respondents foresee increasing 
emphasis on programs for the disadvantaged and 
increasing community involvement and financial 
support as priority needs. (JO) 
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Approaches which recognize the inadequacy of 

many existing faculty preparation programs, while 

facilitating role and career transition of new 
faculty bers are ded by today’s 2-year 
colleges. Recognizing these facts, this monograph 
looks at the orientation program as one solution. 
Recent research on faculty background in terms 
of occupational and teaching experiences, occu- 
pational attitudes, and academic credentials 
reveals the great variation at both the state and 
national level. This variation, when considered 
with the diverse recruiting methods and environ- 
ments, adds immediacy to the need for programs 
that can begin the unification process and obtain 
support for each institution's locally prescribed 
mission. A review of orientation programs in 

California, Michigan, and New York charac- 

terizes recent approaches to this situation. Re- 

lated research on the planning, conduct, and ac- 
tivities of individual programs, as well as their re- 
gional distribution, offer additional insight. 

Characteristics of existing programs that appear 

important include participation of incumbent 

faculty members, and introduction to real 





problems faced by each institution. After con- 
sidering this research, a model for a new orienta- 
tion program is suggested, including discussion of 
goals, planning, duration, actual conduct, and 
evaluation. The concluding section investigates 
future circumstances which should be considered 
in developing orientation programs. (JO) 
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To compare more validly the first semester 

GPA'’s of transfer students from junior colleges 
and 4-year institutions, this University of Missou- 
ri-Columbia study concentrated on establishing 
matched samples as the basis for such com- 
parisons. Matching was based on total School and 
College Abilities Test (SCAT) scores, academic 
division entered, and sex. Thirty transfer students 
from each of the following schools made up the 
population from which random samples of 15 stu- 
dents each were drawn: (1) Kansas City Junior 
College District, (2) St. Louis Junior College Dis- 
trict, (3) the University of Missouri-Kansas City, 
and (4) the University of Missouri-St. Louis. The 
first semester post-transfer mean GPA's of the 
combined junior college and university groups 
were compared, and a t-test of significance 
between correlated means applied. Diffe 
were not significant at the previously specified 
OS level. Based on this finding, it appears 
questionable that junior college transfers suffer 
significantly more from “transfer shock” than 
other transferees. Any differences between the 
two groups might reflect institutional ied 
practices more than any other variable. (JO) 
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Two matched groups of transfer students from 

low income families were compared in order to 
determine effects--if any--of non-academic factors 
on their academic achievement. Transfer students 
who applied for financial aid at the University of 
Missouri-Columbia (UMC) financial aids office 
made up the initial population from which the 
group samples were drawn. Two groups were 
then formed, based on whether or not the student 
qualified for an Educational Opportunity Grant 
(EOG). Matching was based on the location of 
the student's transfer institution, his classification 
during the initial semester at UMC, and sex. “- 
Transfer shock” effects were minimized by ex- 
cluding those who did not attend UMC for two 
semesters. School and College Ability Test 
(SCAT) scores were used to control for group 
ability differentials. After all controls were ap- 
plied, 25 students were selected who could be 
matched. The comparison itself on the basis of 
mean GPA indicated that while the EOG students 
had a slightly higher GPA (though a slightly 
lower mean SCAT score), the difference was not 
significant. This result supports similar research 
reviewed by the author. (JO) 
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An insight into the degree of California junior 
college faculty participation in decision-making 
was provided by obtaining the perceptions of 
state junior college faculty members and adminis- 
trators. Each individual responded to a question- 
naire containing 23 decision-making items by nu- 
merically indicating relative diffe betw 
current and recommended levels of participation. 
Of the personnel contacted at 81 state-wide col- 
leges, returns were received from 111 (68.9 per 
cent) of the administrators and 171 (60.6 per 
cent) of the faculty. A comparison of group 
responses suggests the following conclusions: (1) 
both groups support greater faculty participation 
in community college decision-making on all 
items, though the faculty see greater differences 
between existing and requisite levels; (2) the 
faculty senate is seen by a majority in both 
groups as the vehicle for the most significant in- 
creases; and (3) the principles of participative 
management should characterize the decision- 
making process.

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This report summarizes responses to a 5-page 
questionnaire sent to the heads of the 22 largest 
public junior college districts in California. The 
per cent response rate included information 
on the following areas: (1) convention and con- 
ference attendance; (2) faculty rank; (3) sabbati- 
cal leave; (4) social security; (5) division and de- 
partment heads or chairmen; (6) summer school 
compensation; and (7) extra-compensation class- 
room teaching during the regular year. Six of the 
responding districts indicated assignment of facul- 
ty rank. The median of the maximum percentages 
of staff who may be authorized for sabbatical 
leave was 4.5, with a median salary of 100 per 
cent of a regular instructor’s salary for one 
semester and 50 per cent if the leave is longer. 
The most common compensation for division or 
department heads was a teaching-load reduction, 
with some additional pay. Provision for secretari- 
al assistance varied widely, depending on the dis- 
trict. No identifiable basic pay pattern was 
evident for paying regular instructors for summer 
teaching. The most frequent limitation on full- 
time instructors teaching beyond their normal 
load was six additional hours per week. Other 
median practices of interest include a normal full- 
time teaching load of 15 hours, and a full-time 
counseling load of 35 hours per week and 525 
students. An administrator was provided for every 
566 students in average daily attendance. (JO) 
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Junior college students enrolled in vocational 
and technical programs constitute an important 
source of trained, skilled manpower for our ex-

Cee tadings of recent studies about these stu- 
dents, and develops a tentative description of 
their background and characteristics. Com- 

isons with students at other institutions and in 
other programs of higher education are 
frequently drawn. To begin with, the typical en- 
vironments from which these students are likely 
to come are described.

From 
these two questionnaires, data concerning attitu- 
dinal shifts, job changes, and employment and 
persistence ratios were collected. The Chi-square 
test for significant differences failed to reveal any 
at the .05 level between minority, nonminority 
groups, or individual ethnic groups on: (1) rate of 
employment, (2) rate of employment in jobs re- 
lated to the college programs completed, or (3) 
number of students who changed jobs during 
their first year of employment. Apparently, the 
local community’s employment practices showed 
no evidence of differential treatment. This test 
also indicated no significant differences between 
ethnic groups in mean beginning salaries or at- 
titude toward college atmosphere, counselors, 
courses, instruction, or instructors. Another indi- 
cation of the colleges’ success was the fact that 

92 per cent of their graduates in this sample were 

employed full-time. (JO)

Nineteen other 
sources were consulted, including ‘Dissertation 
Abstracts” (1938-1966), the “Education Index,”

(1955-1967), and “Research in Education.” (JO) 
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A comparison of two groups of urban area ju- 
nior college transfer students who attended local 
urban campuses of the University of Missouri and 
of two other groups who transferred to the 
Columbia branch the University of Missouri 
was the subject of this study. The comparison was 
made in regard to the question of whether or not 
urban area junior college transfer students who 
attended the Columbia branch of the University 
of Missouri experienced a greater drop in Grade 
Point Average (GPA) than did transfers who at- 
tended the two local urban campuses. The null 
hypothesis was tested using GPA’s. Means and 
standard deviations were also computed for 
pooled junior college and first semester Universi- 
ty of Missouri GPA’s. Data showed that “transfer 
shock” was equally intense at all three campuses. 
Consequently, the author concluded that most 
urban area junior college students will experience 
“transfer shock" and that it would be worthwhile 
for colleges to offer an orientation program for 
prospective transfer students to inform them of 
an expected drop in GPA and to impress upon 
them that a drop in GPA is a normal occurrence 
among junior college transfer students. (RC) 
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Second year operations of this mobile center 
have validated many of the assumptions on which 
it was founded (see ED 031 243), including a 
reduction in the communications gap between 
Contra Costa College and the community at 
large. While attempts to compare this year’s 
results with last year’s can be considered prema- 
ture, some findings may be of interest. During the 
preceding 9-month period, over 700 hours of ser- 
vice were provided. This includes individual and 
small group counseling for 150 people.

A questionnaire completed by 80 counselees 
indicated that 80 per cent came to the counseling 
center to receive college or career planning infor- 
mation, 93 per cent felt they were helped there, 
and 100 per cent would not only use the center 
again, but would also recommend that their 
friends use it. (JO) 
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This monograph is concerned with the 
problems faced by junior colleges in serving a 
diverse student population and in employing a 
diverse faculty. In regard to these problems, sug- 
gestions made by several professionals in the ju- 
nior college field for in-service faculty improve- 
ment are presented. In reviewing their suggestions 
for faculty development programs, the author 
concludes that criteria to measure the effective- 
ness of such programs must assess the resultant 
change in stadent learning.

Initial planning 
activities and months required to accomplish 
them are summarized, along with the various 
methods by which new institutions acquired 
facilities to begin instruction. In addition, a 
sequence of typical campus planning activities 
was developed which schematically indicates 
these events from their initiation to the “working 
drawings” stage. Major areas of planning are 
reviewed, including academic, fiscal, and physi- 
cal. Site selection studies involved local boards 

perating in d with state department of 
education criteria. Sites were obtained as grants 
or gifts from individuals or government agencies. 
Long range space needs were established through 
the use of facilities surveys, and--in some cases-- 
through the development of educational specifi- 
cations dealing with the purposes, teaching 
methods, building requirements, and equipment 
needs of each curriculum area.

In concluding this study, 
several key factors in good campus planning were 
identified, including interagency coordination, 
adequate sites and funding, the use of one 
architectural firm throughout, good enrollment 
projections, and comprehensive educational 
specifications.

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This survey of remedial or developmental 
mathematics programs is based on useable 
responses from 98 community-junior colleges 
during the fall and winter of 1969. Of the 185 
schools originally contacted, 42 specifically in- 
dicated no such program, and only six questioned 
their appropriateness. The most often indicated 
reasons for the existance of remedial programs 
were to enable students to continue in regular 
college math, or to satisfy prerequisite requi 
ments for some other non-mathematics courses.

Finally, computerization of acquisitions constitut- 
ing a continuously productive new technol 
will contribute to elimination of the financial cri- 
sis in which academic libraries now find them- 
selves.

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In acquiring materials to build library collec. 
tions, two functions have to be performed: selec. 
tion and acquisition. Because the selection of 
books for inclusion in a library collection requires 
an intimate understanding of the purpose of the 
library, a detailed knowledge of the subject area 
in question, time to read and make judgements 
about the value of any particular volume, and 
finally, the authority to develop the collections, 
librarians in university libraries are in trouble 
today. A brief look at the evolution of this 
problem of who should select and acquire books 
for the library collection is presented with nu- 
merous quotes from authorities in the field start. 
ing with Richard DeBury in the 13th century, It 
must be decided whether the range of duties 
required of a subject specialist/selector can effec- 
tively be done separately by various people or 
whether this job requires extremely competent 
people with broad, non-library preparation. (NH) 
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The major purpose of this study was to assist 
the data collection firm which the American 
Library Association had hired to do the actual 
data collecting for its study of decision-making in 
the selection of science books for academic libra- 
ries. Part of the study was devoted to a literature 
search on the subject of book selection for 
academic libraries. Two main trends represented 
in the literature were: (1) It is the duty of the 
teaching faculty to do the book selection for 
academic libraries; and (2) Collection develop- 
ment is one of the prime responsibilities of 
academic librarians. The majority of the librari- 
ans and administrators questioned during this 
study felt that book selection should be a joint 
responsibility of faculty and librarians. The 
majority of the faculty felt it should be their own 
right and responsibility. The large extent to which 
libraries use “blanket order” (an agreement 
between a library and an agent or publisher to 
purchase all of a certain set of publications) and 
‘approval order’’ (volumes sent a library are “on 
approval” and any not wanted may be returned) 
plans was the nearest thing to a fresh insight 
received from the data. The blanket and approval 
orders are shown to be important in the acquisi- 
tions of even moderate sized academic libraries. 
Most librarians and faculty are favorably im- 
pressed. (NH) 
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The development of undergraduate library col- 
lections is shown under two aspects: (1) the for- 
mation of the basic collection of the Undergradu- 
ate Library of the University of Michigan, and 
(2) the problems, practical and theoretial, en- 
countered in the day-to-day effort to maintain the 
collection. The budget is the sire of all selection 
criteria. Objectives and the means to achieve 
them must be commensurate. Even in the effort 
to assemble a basic collection, the it of in- 
vestment needed for subsequent support must be 
anticipated. The policies adopted at the outset of 
the selection project concern: (1) extent and 
range of collection, (2) service patterns for han- 








dling of required and recommended reading, (3) 
budget arrangements for maintaining the collec- 
tion and (4) basic selection responsibilities for fu- 
ture development. Sources from which prelimina-

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There is no “perfect” organizational pattern for 
an acquisition department nor for its place in the 
library's technical services. Whatever the areas of 
responsibilities assigned to the acquisition depart- 
ment, its organization should provide for these 
basic conditions and relationships: (1) distinct su- 
bunits with well-defined assignments of responsi- 
bility, (2) each staff member responsbile to only 
one supervisor, (3) allowance for flexibility in the 
use of staff, and (4) regular meetings of the subu- 
nit heads to iron out the questions which will 
arise regularly, with minutes circulated among all 
staff. Aspects of acquisitions are discussed under 
the following sub-titles: (1) departmental guides 
(a manual of procedures and a department policy 
statement), (2) files and records, (3) meshing of 
selection and processing, (4) relationship to 
sources of publications, (5) scientific manage- 
ment, (6) statistical model, and (7) personnel.

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A variety of examples of collection develop- 
ment in a university system is provided by this 
case study. The University of California’s nine 
campuses provide a wide variety of library 
acquisition experience. A retrospective view of 
their development reflects the changing pace and 
pattern of library collection building over the 
years. The University of California, San Diego 
(UCSD) development is i ing because the 
collection had immediate pressures of advanced 
graduate programs and UCSD had to use a 
variety of devices to meet specialized needs as 
they arose, while, at the same time, attempting to 
develop well-rounded basic collections for both 
undergraduates and graduate students. Develop- 
ment of each of the nine university libraries is 
traced using the following headings: (1) introduc- 
tion, (2) the large campuses, (3) specialized in- 
Stitutional collections, (4) towards research-- 
variations in patterns, (5) the problem of dis- 
tribution and uniqueness, and (6) the UCSD ex- 
perience. (NH) 
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The object of this study is to make a start 
toward determining the extent of duplicated in- 
formation that is being acquired in spite of custo- 
mary precautions to avoid it. Referring to a 
specific case, the percentages in Table Il show 
the frequency of appearance in five other works 
of 19 items in Mitchell’s “Encyclopedia of Amer- 
ican Politics.” While reference and information 
service was in its infancy, the main problem was 
to develop the tools to do the job and any over- 
lapping of sources was of less concern. Now we 
can begin to see duplicated information rising 
with increasing distinctness as an ancillary 
problem that deserves more attention. Librarians 
have more money than time to evaluate in- 
dividual purchases and do not stand back at 
purchasing duplicated information if a publisher 
packages it with significant new information. 
Publishers, library budgets and book collections 
would benefit if better guidelines for distinguish- 
ing justifiable from unjustifiable duplication were 
developed. To determine whether an attractive 
new package of information effectively rounds 
out, or materially duplicates, information already 
present in a sizable collection requires in-depth, 
expert attention that book-reviewing machinery is 
poorly organized to provide. More work needs to 
be done of the problem. This study is exploratory 
and the results are fragmentary. (NH)

The Conference Poceedings are divided into 
three broad topics: systems planning, audiovisuals 
in biomedical communication, and automation 
and networking.

MEDLARS II: A Status Report. (MF) 
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User experiments are the main theme of this 
tenth issue in the series of Project Intrex semian- 
nual activity reports. This system is undergoing 
tests with users who are motivated by their need 
for information rather than an interest in the 
machinery by which it is stored, retrieved and 
presented. Test results will indicate which fields 
in the augmented catalog are most helpful to the 
user, which of the retrieval program features are 
most effective and which display techniques are 
most congenial in continued use. This kind of in- 
formation will make it possible to design the fu- 
ture information systems in which libraries and 
information centers will utilize the new computer- 
communications technology. The seven major 
sections of the report are: (1) introduction, (2) 
research and development activities, (3) model 
library, (4) Project Intrex staff, (5) current publi- 
cations, (6) past publications 1969-1970, and (7) 
past publications 1966-1969.

The model library section 
includes: (1) status of the project, (2) point-of- 
use instruction, and (3) library pathfinders. (NH) 
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In devising a satisfactory solution to the 
problem of organizing and cataloging nonbook 
materials, the Laboratory School< Library kept 
two goals in mind: (1) to keep the call numbers 
and catalog card-forms as simply as possible, and 
(2) to keep the number of catalog cards to a 
minimum. A full description of the original plan 
was published in 1954 (out of print). This publi- 
cation is a supplement to the earlier manual 
which brings the policy statement up to date. Its 
main purpose is to ad students in library practice 
at the Laboratory School. It outlines the main 
features of the system, indicates types of media 
not originally included, and illustrates, through 
sample cards, solutions to cataloging problems 
encountered since 1954. Suggestions for further 
simplifications in cataloging suitable for publi 
schools are also given. The main topics covered 
include: (1) basic aims of the plan of organiza- 
tion, (2) devices used to achieve the aims, (3) 
sample call numbers, (4) description of the or-

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One hundred and eighty-eight selected special 

libraries were surveyed in an initial attempt to 

study the resources and major subject holdings 
available in U.S. Federal libraries maintaining ex- 
tensive or unique collections of research materi- 
als. The objectives were twofold: (1) to deter- 
mine the nature and availability of the various 
collections, and (2) to provide access to subject 
coverage through both aphabetical listing and a 
class arrangement. Computer prepared tables 
which identify the libraries involved and which 
interpret and compare in hierarchial arrangement 
the data obtained in a systematic fashion are 
presented. An alphabetical list of the subjects re- 
ported by and available in libraries studied is also 
provided. The subj ge was widespread; 
however, there is a noticeable concentration in 
history and the pure sciences.

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An effort to determine the feasibility of formu- 
lating a series of criteria for assessing research 
collections in Federal libraries is delineated in 
this report. The direction of the investigation was 
based on a four-stage approach: (1) review the 
literature for relevant information; (2) enumerate 
and describe available guides and criteria, and 
I their possible usefulness as components 
of, or contributions to standards for measure- 
ment; (3) formulate test standards; and (4) test 
their application in a selected number of libraries. 
Part I of the report is devoted to a discussion of 
the topics mentioned above. Part II is a bibliog- 
raphy including references selected from the hun- 
dreds reviewed as being most applicable and per- 
tinent to evaluating library collections. (This re- 
port is a supplement to LI 002 141.)

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The theory of behavioral instructional objec- 

tives is applicable in the design of library ad- 

ministration courses; however, it does give rise to 

a number of problems when so applied. Chief 

among these is that the theory of behavioral in- 

structional objectives has been elaborated by 

pedagogues so that the theory is not, un- 

derstandably, uniformly applicable to adult edu- 





cation. The twofold purpose of this report is to 
bridge the communication gap between educa- 
tional researchers and those at work designing 
library administration courses for the continuing 
education of librarians, and to discuss the 
problems that arise when educational research 
findings are applied.to library education. It was 
concluded that the application of the theory of 
behavioral instructional objectives to adult le- 
aners by those developing graduate library ad- 
ministration courses might lead to a significant 
modification and broadening of the scope of the 
theory as it now stands. Moreover, the field of 
library education stands to benefit from the appli- 
cation of the theory to library administration 
courses by stimulating the production of highly 
valuable teaching materials such as case studies 
and simulation studies. (NH) 
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Commercially available audiovisual materials to 
be used in conjuncton with the teaching of library 
science is the subject of this selective, non- 
evaluative bibliography. Unless otherwise 
specified, the entries are films. The citations were 
found in various general bibliographies. Annota- 
tions are presented as given in the various biblio- 
graphic sources. The inclusion of an item 
represents its availability only, not its endorse- 
ment. This is a working copy in content and form 
and is neither definitive nor evaluative. The cita- 
tions are spearated into six main subjects: (1) in- 
troduction to librarianship, (2) reference, (3) use 
of books and the ibrary, (4) cataloging, (5) book 
selection, and (6) printing and the history of 
books. A list of distributors from whom these 
materials are available and a title index are in- 
cluded. (NH) 
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The library profession in colleges and universi- 
ties is faced with three critical problems: (1) too 
few high-paying positions relative to the total 
number of practitioners to make the profession 
financially attractive, (2) the highest level posi- 
tions to which the majority of career librarians 
may aspire offer dim prospect of an adequately 
compensated career, and (3) an imbalance 
between the compensations of faculty and librari- 
ans may well be symptomatic of two equally seri- 
ous probl inimization of the role and or- 
ganizational requirements of this important facet 
of our educational h program and the pos- 
sibility of exploitation. Table | indicates that less 
than 20% of the faculty are at the lowest rank of 
instructor while 50% of the librarians are clas- 
sified in the basic rank. Many librarians will 
never advance beyond this position and most of 
those who do will go no higher than department 
head or branch librarian. On the other hand, ap- 
proximately 50% of the faculty hold the two 
highest ranks--professor and associate professor. 
Three factors seem to exert a strong effect on 
librarians’ compensation: (1) predominance of 
women in the profession. (2) large number of 
routine and clerical tasks performed, and (3) 
prevailing departmental organization which acts 
as a barrier to nonadministrative librarians. (NH) 
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The North Dakota State Library Commission 
defines the public library as an agency devoted to 
informal education, permitting an individual to 
study any subject at any time, to start at any 
degree of difficulty, proceed at his own pace, 
work toward a self-determined goal, free of costs 
and with minimum institutional restrictions. The 
State Plan devised to enable the North Dakota 
Public Libraries to fulfill this definition is 
presented in six sections: (1) general provisions 
of the plan; (2) public library services, Title |; 
(3) Public Library Construction, Title II; (4) in- 
terlibrary cooperation, Title Ill; (5) state institu- 
tional library services, Title IV, Part A, and (6) 
library services to the physically handicapped, 
Title IV, Part B. Appended are: (1) North 
Dakota Public Library Standards, 1970; (2) ap- 
plication for a subsidy for undergraduate work in 
library science; (3) application for a study grant 
to obtain a Master’s Degree in library science; 
(4) State Library Commission Administrative 
Chart; (5) construction project application; (6) 
State-Federal requirements for participation in 
LSCA Title Il, Public Library Construction; and 
(7) outline for building program statement. (NH) 
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Presenting this cost analysis as a supplemental 
volume, separate from the main report, allows the 
chief activities in implementing the Processing 
Center Design to be correlated with costs as of a 
particular date and according to varying rates of 
production. In considering the total budget, three 
main areas are distinguished: (1) Systems 
Development, (2) Conversion and Maintenance, 
and (3) Output Services. Separate costs are 
stated for the different operational phases of 
Monographs and Serials, although both types of 
data are considered as sharing management and 
development costs. The analysis first covers the 
purpose, scope, allocation and descriptive basis of 
the three main areas for a six-month preparatory 
period to establish the Center and three years full 
production. Appendices include a reprint of the 
preliminary organizational design (with minor 
revisions) and supporting details for the three 
main areas.

“ the fall of 1969, the New York Metropolitan 
Reference and Research Library Agency 
(METRO), with the cooperation of the Medical 
Library Center of New York, began to plan a 
cost survey of the operations of the Center. The 
actual period of the survey is from January to 
June 1970. The survey provides an estimate of in- 
come and expenditures for the operation of the 
Center, based on staff, work performed, and 
input and output. The end result is the provision 
of a unit cost for each operation performed by 
the Center--storage, retrieval, cataloging, delivery 
and the operation of the Union Catalog of Medi- 
cal Periodicals. This survey is confined to an 
analysis of current operations at the Medical 
Library Center and their costs. No attempt is 
made to evaluate these operations or propose al- 
ternative procedures. (Author/MF ) 
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A strong library and information network is im- 
portant to Wisconsin because of the uneven geo- 
graphic distribution of its population, the disper- 
sion of its university resource centers and heavy 
concentration of book and other information 
resources in major cities. This report explores the 
potential for furthering interlibrary cooperation in 
Wisconsin by investigating various ways of linking 
the state's library systems with other information 
centers into a network.

This 
publication of the workshop proceedings includes 
the major speeches as well as the most meaning- 
ful ideas to emerge from the discussions. These 
action-oriented suggestions can be summarized as 
follows: (1) patrons should participate in 
workshops, be selected to membership on boards 
of trustees, serve as volunteers and library aides; 
(2) representatives of the community serving on 
advisory boards should be involved in selecting 
appropriate materials; (3) librarians could serve 
as instruments through which bilingual programs 
might be established; (4) in-service programs on 
the culture and values of this segment of society 
should become an integral part of library ad- 
ministration; and (5) librarians should go out into 
the Hispano community taking materials to the 
patrons and talking with them about their infor- 
mational and educational needs.

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The findings of a study of the Title H-B pro- 
gram of the Higher Education Act of 1965 are 
summarized. The program provides grants to in- 
stitutions of higher education to assist them in 
training individuals in the principles and practi 
of library and information sciences (LIS). The 
results of the first four years of the Title II-B pro- 
gram are evaluated. The objectives of the study 
were to collect and analyze data on: (1) the 
characteristics, academic status, and employment 
status of the fellowship recipients; (2) procedures 
used by LIS institutions for the application, 
review and selection of fellowship recipients; (3) 
the proportion of program-supported students to 
the number of qualified applicants who would be 
eligible under an expanded program; and (4) 
results of the program as measured by rates of 
degree completion and positions held after 
completion and by LIS faculty evaluation. The 
study results strongly suggest that the Title II-B 
program is successful in its objectives. Many 
deans also see the Title II-B program as having 
the indirect benefit of greatly improving the 
status of library education and librarianship in the 
views of people outside the library profession.

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The University of New Mexico libraries contain 
one of the finest collections of Luso-Brazilian 
materials available in the United States. The 
more than 10,000 items in that collection, which 
is especially strong in history and literature and 
divided almost equally between Portuguese and 
Brazilian subjects, are listed for the benefit of stu- 
dents, researchers, and librarians.

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A general stat t of standards designed to 
cover library services in a variety of health care 
institutions ranging from hospitals to home care 
programs is p d. Detailed outlines of activi- 
ties with guidelines for the formulation of library 
programs suited to individual institution goals are 
provided. All health care institution libraries 
generally provide two services: (1) staff educa- 
tion, and (2) patient therapy. Radical changes in 
concepts of patient care and in health education 
made it more feasible to consider library services 
as a part of overall patient care. This unified con- 
cept makes it possible to recommend a single set 
of standards for all health care libraries. The four 
principal criteria of these standards are: (1) a 
qualified professional librarian, (2) coordination 
of the library with other service units, (3) com- 
prehensive planning for total service, and (4) 
utilization of state libraries as consultants in 
maintaining standards. When it is not possible to 
employ a full-time, professional librarian, the fol- 
lowing should be considered: (1) use of con- 
sultant service or supervisory personnel, (2) shar- 
ing resources and services by two or more health 
care institutions, and (3) use of services supplied 
through a regional library system.

This was accom- 
plished by: (1) a study of machine form union 
catalog needs; (2) file design for present and pro- 
jected needs; (3) development of techniques and 
programs for collecting, storing and updating 
library holdings data; and (4) development of 
to prod a printed union catalog 
using the Library of Congress card number as the 
identifying element. (Author/NH) 
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To determine the effect of early political in- 
struction, a series of basic political concepts were 
introduced to primary grade children. Using one 
class of second and one class of fourth graders as 
control groups and one class of second and 
another class of fourth graders as experimental 
groups, a unit of civic instruction was taught dur- 
ing the 2-week period before a national election. 
The experimental groups received formal instruc- 
tion in political concepts over a 3-week period 
and engaged in concept-related role playing ac- 
tivities. All children were given structured inter- 
views before and after the period of instruction; 
these results were coded. Pre- and post-tests were 
the Science Research Associates achievement and 
primary abilities tests. Interview results showed 
that all groups increased in the average level of 
political concept-attainment during the election 
period, but the experimental groups increased 
more rapidly even when initial levels of political 
concept attainment and general school achieve- 
ment were held constant. It is suggested that the 
young child is capable of understanding more 
about the political realm than is generally as- 
sumed and that school political instruction could 
profitably begin earlier than it normally does. Ap- 
pendixes describe concepts, interviews, and 
changes in political — conceptualization.

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This study represents a segment of an evalua- 
tion of the effects of two diametrically-opposed 
instructional strategies on inner-city kindergarten 
children who had varying preschool experiences. 
The child- and parent-oriented “‘enrichment™ ap- 
proach was used in one school while the teacher- 
and goal-oriented “direct instructional” approach 
was practiced in a separate but comparable 
school. Children randomly selected from both 
programs were tested on a variety of measures in 
October and May. Data were collected on such 
independent variables as school poverty index 
(percent of families on welfare), chronological 
age, number of siblings, ordinal rank of child in 
family, and school year attendance. Two statisti- 
cal measures were used: Stepdown Regression 
Analysis and Analysis of Covariance. Results in- 
dicated (1) direct instructional strategy was more 
effective than enrichment in fostering basic 
academic skills, (2) effect of preschool ex- 
perience one year later was limited to reading 
scores only, and (3) pretest scores were the best 
predictors of children's performance on posttests 
of general mental functioning and basic skills.

This document reports on a program seen as an 
integral part of a total educational development 
plan for migrant children. The Early Childhood 
Education Learning System is an instructional 
program which includes staff development and 
parent-school-community involvement. Focus is 
on the special learning problems of Mexican- 
American children and the development of bilin- 
gual competence. A total of 98 3- and 4-year-old 
migrant children participated during 1968-1969. 
Program evaluation is viewed as a continuing 
process. Part of this evaluation was a pre- and 
-testing on the Preschool Attainment Record 
(PAR) of 2 groups of children, a migrant group 
from the Early Childhood Education system and 
a non-migrant group from regular day care cen- 
ters. On the pretest, the non-migrant children 
scored higher. However, the posttest showed that 
the children in the experimental program made 
greater developmental gains than the other chil- 
dren. Children whose teachers had high scores on 
the Minnesota Teacher Attitude Inventory per- 
formed better on the PAR than students whose 
teachers had low scores. Parents who participated 
in the parent activities scored higher on an edu- 
cational attitude scale than non-participating 
parents. (MH) 
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In contrast to previous research, this study as- 
sumes a range of aspirations for individuals, 
rather than a single level. The basic hypothesis is 
that social class is related to the width of the 
range; that is, the lower the social class level the 
wider the range of aspiration. Interviews were 
conducted with parents of 255 Negro kindergar- 
ten and pre-school children, representing both 
lower class and middle class backgrounds. The 
criterion for selection as lower class was that 
neither parent had gone beyond high school in 
his education; for middle class, that both parents 
had finished high school and at least one parent 
had gone beyond high school. The hypothesis was 
supported for both educational and occupational 
aspirations, using a variety of operational mea- 
sures. To the extent that lower class parents have 
a wider range of aspirations, with a peak as high 
as the middle class peak, there is a built-in poten- 
tial for mobility. To encourage mobility it is im- 
portant to provide opportunities and to establish 
a conviction of their attainability. This document 
is an expanded version of ED 030 482.

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Identifiers— Piaget, Wechsler Intelligence Scale 
for Children 
Analysis of 65 children over a 4-year period on 
tests of operational and causal thinking offers 
support for Piaget’s notion of stage progression. 
In kindergarten and grade one, the majority of 
children in this longitudinal study were between 
preoperational and the achievement stage of 
operational thought. By grade two, the majority 
had attained the terminal stage on seven of nine 
tests given. By grade three, the children achieved 
terminal stages on all tests. Over a 3-year period 
only eight true regressions occurred. This number 
constituted less than one percent of the total 
possible regressions. Both the Piaget test scores 
and the Wechsler Intelligence Scale for Children 
measures were slightly higher for the regressing 
children. In this study, “regressing children” were 
not less intelligent than nonregressing children. 
However, the numbers were too small to warrant 
any conclusions. (WY ) 
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Forty randomly selected school children, in 
four treatment groups of ten each (each com- 
prised of children from the 5, 8, and 12 year age 
levels) participated in a study to determine the 
extent to which the capacity for information 
processed by a child increases in amount with 
development. Apprehension span (perception and 
transformation of aural or visual inputs leading 
up to reconstruction or verbal description output) 
was measured. A specially designed form board 
varying on three binary dimensions and thirty-two 
plastic geometric shapes varying on five binary 
dimensions was the basic test material to which a 
subject responded by either describing or recon- 
structing a given stimulus design. Scores were cal- 
culated on the basis of match between the 
reference subset of shapes and the form board 
performance. A 3 x 2 x 2 complete factorial 
design was used. Results indicate that there is a 
differential decrease in differences in the ap- 
prehension span of children with development. 
Correlations between the total of eight apprehen- 
sion span tasks and the Primary Mental Abilities 
Test support the conclusion that information is 
processed through the non-verbal mode and bot- 
tlenecks in a child’s processing of information are 
mainly those involving translation into and out of 
another medium such as language. (WY) 
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This paper questions public attitudes of 

disparagement toward child care that is privately 

atranged in neighborhood homes, and cites 

research to show that the widespread non-use of 

organized facilities is based on realistic alterna- 

tive patterns of day care behavior. Some determi- 

nants of day care use are discussed, and an un- 

derstanding of utilization behavior is seen as the 

key to developing quality day care of different 

kinds.

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Twenty mothers of culturally disadvantaged 
children took part in a Lm 0 of self-help 
which was both child- and mother-centered. Two 
groups of ten mothers each met weekly with two 
staff members over an 8-month period and were 
trained to tutor their infants (1 to 2-years-old) in 
their homes. Fifteen of the initial 20 mothers 
remained in the program a second year. The pro- 
gram included: (1) training mothers to use educa- 
tional toys and materials to stimulate their chil- 
dren's learning in sensory-motor, concept, and 
language development; (2) discussion child- 
rearing problems; (3) fostering attitude change 
through sharing ideas; and (4) helping the 
mothers to develop self-confidence and responsi- 
bility.

Changes in intelligence quotient 
scores for two age-at-entry groups (3-, 4-, 5-year- 
olds combined and 6-year-olds) were correlated 
after one and two years of participation in the 
p . Although significant increases in mea- 
sured intelligence were found after both one and 
two years in the program, no one entry age af- 
forded greater increases in scores than another. 
(Tables are included). (WY) 
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Positive social reinforcement (teacher atten- 
tion) was used to modify the deficient social 
behavior of two disadvantaged Negro kindergar- 
ten children. Subjects were a girl who showed a 
very high amount of isolate behavior, and a boy 
who usually played alone, or with girls to the ex- 
clusion of boys. Data were collected for one 
month during half hour periods on subjects’ iso- 
late, parallel, and interactive behavior. Interac- 
tions of teachers with the subjects were recorded 
and classified as positive, neutral, or directive. 
For four days distributed throughout the study, 
data identical to that on the subjects were col- 
lected on the rest of the class to provide norms. 
Treatment programs planned for the two children 
involved teacher attention (positive or neutral), 
contingent on parallel or interactive play. For the 
boy, isolate play and play with girls was to be 
ignored; for the girl, isclate play was to be 
ignored. During treatment, these behaviors 
showed significant decreases. Extinction and rein- 
troduction of the reinforcement programs were 
instituted to demonstrate their control over the 
subjects’ social behavior. Teacher reinforcement 
was evidently the crucial variable factor as sub- 
jects’ parallel and interactive play decreased dur- 
ing the extinction period. (NH) 
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The National Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children financed this study of the 
battered-child syndrome and provided case study 
data on a ple of 78 b d child under 
the of 4 years, from low socioeconomic status 
families. Case study information was transferred 
to a precoded questionnaire. Tables of demo- 





gtaphic and medical data on parents and children 
are included in this report. Fifty-six percent of 
the children in the sample were less than a year 
old, emphasizing that risk occurs atia very young 
age. Study findings indicate that relatively minor 
bruises and facial trauma often signal the 
beginning of increasingly violent injury, avertible 
by early diagnosis and intervention. In families 
where the first child was battered, chances were 
13 to 1 that a subsequent child would be injured. 
The reliability of previous suggestions that one 
child is often singled out for battering is therefore 
questionable. The parents appeared to have long. 
standing personality problems (habitually agres. 
sive and/or emotionally impoverished) heightened 
by the demands of parenthood. Too frequent ob- 
servation of battering families by many workers 
without specific treatment goals can increase 
family stress and is not in the child’s interest. 
There is a great need for earlier recognition and 
protection of the battered child and for therapeu- 
tic services for the parents. (NH) 
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Identifiers— Appalachia 
Children living in the deprived environment of 

Appalachia were studied to determine if they 
showed a limited verbal response to stimuli in 
their environment, and if their emotional charac- 
teristics differed from those of advantaged chil- 
dren. An earlier study (1957) of American Indian 
children living on a reservation provided the 
stimulus for this research. The subjects were 93 
white, 6-year-old boys and girls. Of this number, 
34 were from a disadvantaged, rural background 
and 59 from a middle class, urban background. 
The subjects in both groups were shown five 
cards with photographs of human figures whose 
activity and emotion were ambiguous, and the 
verbal responses of each child were written down 
as he talked about them. The percentage of the 
children in the two groups using positive words 
was relatively similar. However, the percentage of 
disadvantaged children using neg=:ive words such 
as “fight,” “mad,” “sad,” and “scold,” was more 
than twice as great as the percentage of ad- 
vantaged children using negative words. The ten- 
dency to perceive non-threatening or neutral 
stimuli as hostile, if persisting to adulthood, may 
adversely affect both the individual and society, 
and should be taken into account when planning 
ameliorative educational programs. (NH) 
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The effect of a high-opportunity (HO) versus a 

low-opportunity (LO) play environment on the 

aggression of preschool children was investigated, 








hypothesizing that the LO play environment will 
elicit significantly more aggression than the HO 
play environment. The two environments were 

esented randomly to one group of 10 4-year- 
olds, five of each sex, on 12 consecutive 15- 
minute play sessions, with the stipulation that 
each environment be presented six times. There 
was no pre-experimental familiarization period 
due to information, later proven incorrect, that 
the subjects were adequately familiar with all the 
play apparatus. Results indicate that the high- 
level aggression in the first two LO sessions is 
solely i sayacamed for the significant difference 
between the aggression in the LO versus the HO 
environments. Anecdotal records indicate that 
this high-level aggression can be attributed to a 
novel piece of equipment, a rocker, resulting in a 
recommendation for further study of the relation 
between novelty and aggression. The discussion 
identifies some factors relevant in the aggression 
education of young children. The design of 
similar studies using subjects who would 
presumably exhibit high-level aggression in high- 

portunity environments is recommended.

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Time-lapse photography was used to record the 

gross play activity of preschool children, rated ac- 

cording to three measures of equipment use and 
three measures of movement. The definition and 
derivation of these measures was outlined, and 
five hypotheses were presented and tested con- 
cerning the variability and interrelation of the 
measures. Analysis of the data suggests that fac- 
tors influencing play are so complex that present 
attempts at predicting group activity trends may 
be premature.

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Studies of the infant's distribution of attention 
to stimuli of varying complexity, and of his dif- 
ferential attention to familiar versus novel stimuli 
(discrepancy), have attempted to shed light on 
the development of cognitive structures in the 
non-verbal infant. The subjects have typically 
been normal infants ages 4 to 6 months. For test- 
ing, the infant is placed in an infant seat on a 
table in a small room, with the mother seated to 
the side and rear of him. Visual or auditory 
stimuli are presented to the infant and his 
response behavior is recorded. Two dependent 
variables measured have been first fixation (the 
length of the infant's first visual fixation to the 
stimulus during any single presentation), and car- 
diac deceleration (the degree to which the in- 
fant’s heart rate slows during a fixation). Past stu- 
dies are cited regarding their differing emphases 
on particular’ aspects of attention and their 
findings on individual differences. Typically, the 
infant habituates (responds less) to repeated 
presentations of stimuli. Work in this area is just 
beginning, but study results thus far indicate that 
habituation and response to discrepancy may be 
important indices of cognitive functioning.

Shedding light on problems of mental health 
and illness that have baffled public health wor- 
kers attempting to improve the health and wel- 
fare of Mexican Americans living in the lower 
Rio Grande Valley, this document reports the 
folk customs, social organization, medical prac- 
tices, and beliefs of the Mexican American of this 
area. Chapters describe the population, social 
structure, values, and customs. Particular empha- 
sis is given to the Mexican American concept of 
illness, the medical referral system, and “‘curan- 
derismo™ (the system of disease theory and cur- 
ing techniques associated with the curandero 
whose healing powers are believed to be a gift 
from God).

Economic trends in the 1960's in the lowa

Economic trends suggest that 
to Longe economic opportunities in the area, by 
1980, comparable to those available on the 
average to all residents of lowa, the annual rate 
of growth in the area in the 1970's must be dou- 
ble the rate of the 1960's.

Some 38% of the Papagos of 
working age listed family responsibilities as their 
reason for not seeking off-reservation employ- 
ment, while the reservation had an unemploy- 
ment rate 3 times greater than the rest of 
Arizona’s unemployment rate. Income was low, 
with 92% of the individuals receiving less than 
$3000 per year. Some 85% of the families, which 
averaged 6 members, received under $5000 an- 
nually. Since 64% of the families did not own 
cars, transportation presented another problem 
for the unemployed seeking employment off the 
reservation.

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Major investigations have shown that children 
care little for social studies as a school subject.

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An investigation was undertaken to evaluate 
the effectiveness of a reading and study skills pro- 
gram for students taking a great number of cour- 
ses that require quantitative reasoning, as well as 
other skills. Subjects were 53 freshmen enrolled 
at the Philadelphia College of Pharmacy and 
Science. All of the subjects had failed one or 
more courses. A battery of reading and study 
skills tests was administered to all subjects, and, 
based on test results, students were divided into 
experimental and control groups» The course in- 
cluded 13 sessions. Effectiveness of the course 
was determined by comparing the two groups on 
the various criterion measures employed in the 
study. Results showed no statistically significant 
differences between the groups in reading rate 
and comprehension of usual college materials, 
comprehension of science materials, and ability 
to read and study a textbook assignment. Several 
educational implications are pointed out, and 
references are included.

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A schema for making possible a more syste- 
matic means of processing (reading and interpret- 
ing) the literature on reading comprehension is 
discussed. The system is based on classification of 
the literature into broad categories according to 
the aspects of reading comprehension which per- 
mit intelligent comparisons, contrasts, and in- 
sights.

The communications barrier confronting the 
ghetto child, the child from Appalachia, or the 
reservation Indian is the standard middle-class 
English taught in most schools. Ways of dissolv- 
ing this barrier are suggested. Speaking habits as 
well as thinking patterns of teachers must 
frequently alter. A child should be encouraged to 
verbalize and to share his feelings and ex- 
periences with others and to be made aware that 
reading is the sharing of the knowledge or ex- 
perience of the author with the reader. It is the 
educator’s duty, responsibility, and privilege to 
provide every student with the opportunity to ad- 
vance as far as his capabilities allow by teaching 
him the skills needed to break the communica- 
tion barrier. References are included. (NH) 
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The central concern of this book is the effect 

of reading from the perspective of Holbook 
Jackson's reference to “the reader as artist”. Part 
One, Literary Backgrounds, establishes the litera- 
ry and psychological framework central to the 
book.

Treatment 3 used the same series as 
Treatment 1 and 2 but with audio-reinf 
An analysis of variance revealed ' Treatment 3 to 
be the most effective in grade 1 and Treatment 2 
to be the most effective in grade 2; grade 3 
findings were not statistically significant. Some 
statistically significant findings related to 
chronological age, mental age, and sex are also 
reported.

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After a discussion of the code-emphasis versus 
phonics-emphasis controversy, strategies for im- 
proving the teaching of decoding skills are 
presented.

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In understanding comprehension as the active 
processing of reading material, and in assuming 
that certain key content is stored in the memory, 
then mnemonic cues could be one important 
means of recalling this stored information. Since 
associative words apparently have high mnemonic 
cue value, they have been the subject of nu- 
merous. investigations. The author's experiment 
varied associative level and measured retention 
by content words, sequences, total words in 

uence, average length of sequence, and idea 
units. The results indicated that the low-associa- 
tive passages, not the high-associative ones, had 
consistently higher retention. Since this conflicted 
with numerous studies by Rosenberg, attempts 
were made to account for them by examining 
other research studies related to (1) the effects of 
associative strengths in child verbal learning, (2) 
the role of associative connections in processing 
discourse, and (3) different retention measures 
and their relation to a two-component memory 
analysis of discourse processing. Although the 
principle. of associative wording as the key to re- 
tention of connected discourse was generally sup- 
ported, further research was recommended on as- 
sociative density, size of the associative unit, and 
cme saliency.

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Two experiments were conducted to ascertain 
whether the reader uses phonological cues, se- 
mantic cues, or both types of cues in identifying 
letter combinations. Sixty introductory psycholo- 
gy students participated in the first experiment, 
which tested the differential effects of phonologi- 
cal and semantic cues on the speed with which a 
verbal unit can be identified. For the second ex- 
periment, 20 undergraduate students took part in 
two sessions to investigate the question of verbal 
meaning.. When presented visually with a verbal 
item, the subject had to decide rapidly whether it 
was or was not a part of his vocabulary. The 
results of the two experiments indicated that both 
phonological and semantic cues had an influence 
on identification speed for verbal material. The 
most important implications for reading research 
were drawn from Experiment 2, since it appeared 
to be a better analog of what the reader does 
than those experimental tasks which have been 
used in former research. Use of the same 
methodology employed in these experiments with 
more complex materials was recommended for 
further research.

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The focus in this analysis is on three theories of 
the relationships among reading comprehension 
skills primarily relating to the skills used in read- 
ing, not to the process or to the instructional 
procedures used for reading, as differentiated by 
Robinson.

(1) the existing need for theories and models in 
the systematic study of the relationships among

(2) The global theory as- 
serts that reading comprehension is a single or 
unitary general process, which after being learned 
will enable the learner to answer any kind of 
comprehension question about a given passage. 
(3) The hierarchical skills theory asserts that 
reading skills can be arranged into levels accord- 
ing to the complexity of the behavior necessary 
to learn each skill. Implications are also made to 
contemporary educational practice.

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Two experiments aimed at extending the prin- 
ciples of paired-associates learning transfer to the 
acquisition of reading skills are reported. Approx- 
imately 15 first graders were randomly assigned 
to each of the 10 treatment conditions. In the 
first experiment, four types of letter training were 
compated to two control conditions. The experi- 
mental conditions were (1) high phonic cor- 
ndence between letter name and sound 
(ABAcBc), (2) high mediating correspondence 
between letter name and sound (ABAcB'c), (3) 
low correspondence between letter name and 
sound (ABAcCc), and (4) first task observation 
of letter stimuli (AOAcBc). The control condi- 
tions were (1) warm up (ABCcDc) and (2) no 
letter training (--AcBc). Results showed a signifi- 
cant effect attributable to presentation method, 
with the ABAcBc and ABAcB'’c tasks producing 
the greatest transfer and AOAcBc producing the 
least. The second experiment used preliminary 
training in mediational cues in ABAcBc to deter- 
mine whether this would increase transfer to the 
— task. Three groups, ABAcBc, ABAcCc, 
and --AcBc, were compared. Results showed that 
training improved b avagpe- pd significantly. Con- 
clusions reached after the two experiments were 
that (1) the ABAcBc paradigm produced max- 
imum transfer, indicating that a phonics approach 
to reading is the most efficient and (2) mediation 
skills training is valuable in tasks such as these.

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The question of whether reading methods in- 
teract differentially with student sequencing abili- 
ties was investigated. One hundred and thirty-one 
children from three schools in Palo Alto, Califor- 
nia, were given reading instruction using a lin- 
guistic approach (Palo Alto Reading Program), 
and 115 children from three Palo Alto schools 
used a whole-word approach (MacMillan, Harper 
and Row, and Scott-Foresman). A battery of 
pretest’ was administered in September 1969, 
and a battery of post-tests was given in January 
1970, after an instructional period of 70 days. 
The hypotheses tested were (1) children high in 
sequencing ability will exhibit higher reading 
achievement and less learning avoidance behavior 
in a whole word method than in a linguistic 
method and (2) children low in sequencing abili- 
ty will exhibit higher reading achievement and 
lower learning avoidance behavior in a linguistic 
method than in a whole word method. The results 
showed that children high in sequencing ability 
exhibited higher reading achievement in the lin- 
guistic treatment than in the whole word method, 
while children low in sequencing ability exhibited 
lower reading achievement in the linguistic treat- 
ment than in the whole word treatment. Sequenc- 
ing ability was negatively correlated with learning 
avoidance behavior in the whole-word treatment, 
but was not correlated in the linguistic treatment.

total of 239 studies related to written problems 

were evaluated; 37 were found to include suffi- 
cient evidence to indicate compliance with the 
criteria. These studies were used as the basis of 
generalizations on written problems in elementary 
school mathematics.

generally were marked by research techniques

(3) the general trend of research on written 

problems were toward teaching methods marked 

by individual approaches by students. (FL) 
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This study was designed to (1) analyze rela- 

tionships between qualitative characteristics of 
ability in mathematics and success in a special in- 
terest-ability algebra program at the eighth grade 
level and (2) develop a rating scale for teachers 
to use in identification of students with high 
potential in mathematics. The “lowa Test of 
Basic Skills” and “Portland Prognostic Test” 
were used as standardized identification instru- 
ments. “Portland's Mid-Year and Year-End Al- 
gebra Tests” provided criteria for measuring suc- 
cess. Among the conclusions drawn from this

ment, and the ‘“Recorder-Discussion Leader” 
coordinates records, interprets, evaluates, and re- 
ports the study. Each team member also helps the 
others. A sampie lesson (the earthworm) illus- 
trates the four phases of “Lecture,” “Indepen- 
dent Study,” “Experimental,” and “Discussion” 
which use deductive, confrontation, inductive, 
and evaluation processes respectively. Instruc- 
tions for writing student’s reports of research are 
given. This open-ended method, designed to keep 
children and teachers involved in curriculum 
development, to create positive attitudes to 
problem solving, and to actively involve students 
in learning, is intended to provide a structure 
suitable for any program and has been used with 
elementary, secondary, and college students.

from educational curricula at all levels. Some 
reasons are: questions of moral responsibility in-

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Afro-American experience; and, society's dis- 
agreement over the purpose of education. There 
have been various theoretical models for curricu- 
jum development --the transmission of culture, 
socialization, transformation of society.

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This Report of the National History Project 

presents and evaluates data on civics education in 
951 elementary and secondary schools in 10 
provinces. Civics education, taking place primari- 
ly in Canadian history and social studies classes, 
was seen as having important potential for 
developing knowledge and attitudes about 
Canada which would foster national understand- 
ing. Many felt this potential was not being real- 
ized. Some methods used in gathering data were 
student questionnaires and interviews, teacher in- 
terviews, school profiles and classroom observa- 
tions.

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Speakers on population matters often refer to 

the population explosion with an air of crisis. It is 

questionable that images of doomsday are defen- 
sible for us in our role as educators. The goals of 
population education are to develop an un- 
derstanding of the impacts of population charac- 
teristics on national development, as well as their 
impact on the individual. A second purpose is to 
develop informed individuals who will make 
responsible decisions.

The approach to topographic map production 
has been highly organized and systematic with 
respect to scale, projection, grid, etc., so that the 
user can expect a high degree of locational accu- 
racy. Less attention has been given by cartog- 
raphers to symbolic information yielded by the 
map. Symbolization (information reduction) is 
required at all levels --including that of the sur- 
vey. A number of factors should be considered in 
order to clarify what aspect of the feature the 
symbol is to concentrate on and what is being 
omitted, so that there is a clear identification of 
what the symbol is intended to convey to the 
user. If cartographic symbols can be devised to 
convey specific attributes of represented features, 
two other considerations emerge --the graphic 
structure of the symbols, and the way the user 
responds to them. If premises are acceptable, the 
following conclusions can be drawn: 1) design of 
map symbols cannot be isolated from data col- 
lecting; 2) if informational content of maps is be 
increased and improved, there cannot be heavy 
reliance on photo-interpretation; 3) a more 
deliberate and systematic attitude about manipu- 
lation of graphic image will be necessary to make 
the map a more effective communication, 4) 
present interest in a digital form of map informa- 
tion makes sense only if equivalent standards can 
be applied and maintained. (JLB) 
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It was found that Indian and non-Indian chil- 

dren in both off-reservation and on-reservation 

schools of Maine had little concept of the major 

role the Indian played in our history, and of his 

potential in today's society.

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Although over 40 studies have been done since

of children's ability to comprehend maps or the 
mental processes involved. Children’s inability to 
read maps is well document, as are their im- 
proved skills after instruction. Yet map skills are 
part of the elementary curriculum. Success in 
teaching map reading skills is overestimated for 
at least four reasons: 1) an oversimplification of 
what is involved in reading a map; 2) teaching 
the wrong things about maps and not using maps 
in instruction; 3) failure to sequence skill 
development using large and small scale maps, 
and 4) ineffectual teaching techniques and omis- 
sion of field instruction. Research shows that chil- 
dren are capable of using maps more effectively 
than they now do.

The problems 
identified fall into these categories: shortage of 
qualified teachers, tutors, and specialists in the 
areas of research and production of instructional 
materials; need for improvement of leadership at 
many levels, inadequate local financing; and need 
for firm goals and policy on expansion of primary 
and secondary education in two of the three 
countries. Requirements for meeting these needs 
and obstacles which have blocked or retarded im- 
plementation efforts were analyzed. (Specific sug- 
gestions for Agency for International Develop- 
ment (AID) assistance and broad cost implica- 
tions are included in the report's six sections: Pri- 
mary and Secondary School Education, Teacher 
Education Programs, Curriculum Development 
and Instructional Materials, Staffing Teachers 
Colleges, Resources Available and Projected 
Requirements, and Priorities in Teacher Educa- 
tion. Survey team itinerary in the U.S., Kenya, 
Uganda, and Tanzania is appended.) (JS) 
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Over a 6-month period, a four-man team from 

the University evaluated the first year of Project 

APT (Applying Partnerships to Teaching) spon- 

sored by the Hartford College Counseling Center 

(HCCC). Objectives of Project APT were 1) to 

find and develop a new source of locally availa- 

ble, quality tagehing talent by recruiting, counsel- 
ing, and placing mature, college-graduated 
women for continuing part-time teaching posi- 
tions in byt porsy Hartford area, and 2) to carry 
out on a scale and with real impact the pilot 
program in partnership teaching now in its 
demonstration phase aimed at developing two 
kinds of part-time teaching: partnership teaching 
in which two part-time teachers fill one full-time 
job and regular part-time teaching assignments. 

Evaluation consisted of meetings with project 

directors; questionnaires distributed to all teacher 

participants in the program, a sample of teacher 
colleagues of partnership teachers, and a sample 
parents; and interviews with all part-time 

teachers, principals, partnership teachers, and a 
sample of children. The overall conclusion was 
that Project APT is a successful, important pro- 
gram which should be continued. (Included are 
recommendations to HCCC; description of the 
partnership arrangements; counseling, pre- and 
in-service training, and attitudes of participants; 
profile of partnership teachers, and question- 
naires.) (JS) 
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This paper reviews the research and commen- 

tary literature on techniques, traits, and success 

factors for teachers of the disadvantaged. The 
author categorizes and discusses behaviors for 
teachers of the disadvantaged within four selected 
dimensions: 1) Affective (related to the teacher's 
attitudes, emotions, feelings, and values), 2) Cog- 
nitive (related to the teaching of a subject and 
the teacher’s development of the students’ intel- 
lectual competencies), 3) Controlling (related to 
the teacher's order, planning, tasks, responsibility, 
and systemization), and 4) Stable (related to the 
teacher's calmness, objectivity, consistency, con- 
fidence, and alertness). The brief summary sec- 
tion concludes that although research on teacher 
behavior is impressive in quantity, the results are 
contradictory and concern for teachers of the dis- 
advantaged inadequate and that this review, while 

not providing answers, might be used as a 

reference point in seeking answers to questions 

on what behavior is desirable for teachers of the 
disadvantaged. One hundred forty-two references 
are cited, nearly all published in the 1960's. (JS) 
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This review of research on teacher behavior 
covers 200 references cited in the bibliography, 
the bulk of them published in the 1960's. A short 
introductory section on the status of research on 
teacher behavior notes that it is “voluminous and 
contradictory.” The main body of the paper is or- 
ganized in terms of the reason why research on 
teacher behavior yields no clear conclusions, a 
threefold problem involving the theoretical 
framework whereby an investigator approaches 
teacher behavior research: 1) systematizing 
research on teacher behavior--into three catego- 
ries: models systems, instructional processes, and 
teacher behavior characteristics; 2) identifying 
teacher behaviors; and 3) measuring teacher 
behaviors--by observation (three types), student 
behavi achie , tests based on recall, 
and psychological tests. Another section details 
some additional problems related to research on 
teacher behavior, ¢.g., its noncumulative nature 
(researchers measuring different phenomena and 
variables, using different terms, methods, and as- 
sumptions), questions as to whether or not 
teacher behavior research may be beyond scien- 
tific analysis, and problems —s teacher- 
researcher relations and practical application of 
theory. The conclusion section lists 27 recom- 
mendations for future research on teacher 
behavior. (JS)

5) The brain- 
storming group is problem or solution centered, 
without criticism, and the teacher's role is to 
motivate, to get the ball rolling, and then to stay 
out. 6) The heuristic group places the emphasis 
on inquiry and discovery, and is intended to 
make students skillful askers of questions. 7) The 
maieutic group uses the Socratic method to 
determine the answer to a question through the 

n and honest exchange of informed opinion. 
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In the controversy over the inclusion of the 

teaching-learning process (curriculum develop- 
ment and instruction) as a subject of collective 
bargaining, discussion should focus on the 
changes which it might produce in the teaching- 
learning process. Curriculum development is un- 
likely to be greatly affected by collective bargain- 
ing, and any changes in classroom behavior which 
result from teacher control over curriculum 
development will be minor. At the elementary 
and secondary level the main forces for charge, 
exogenous to whatever structure has formal cur- 
riculum control, will be the major curriculum 
development project and statewide committees 
which establish framework and guides. Both are 
dominated by university professors. In contrast, 
instruction will be profoundly influenced by col- 
lective bargaining with most changes for the good 
of students and teachers. Faculty curriculum 
committees which actually function as improve- 
ment of instruction committees need the strength 
which collective bargaining can offer. Administra- 
tors need not fear loss of power, which they 
never had, since positive classroom behavioral 
changes can only be induced through positive 
motivation. In a recent paper presenting the ad- 
ministration position on this subject, Dean Robert 
J. Alfonso of Kent State University presented 
seven predictions which, in my opinion, will not 
come true and ten suggestions which I must re- 
ject. (Collective bargaining agreements which in- 
clude curriculum and instruction provisions are 
appended.) (Author/JS)

and state federations of the American Federation 
of Teachers create QuEST committees of

PPBS (Planning Program Budgeting Systems)--a 
systems analysis method for reporting district ex- 
penditures; 6) Performance Certification--based 
on specific competencies of individual students, 
as opposed to credit counting or program ap- 
proval; 7) Educational Engineering--a total 
process for managing environmental and institu- 
tional changes; 8) Performance Contracting-- 
between schools and private firms to remove edu- 
cational deficiencies on a guaranteed per- 
formance basis; 9) Voucher Systems--for financ- 
ing education through payments to parents who 
then select the school for their child. (JS) 
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A far-reaching 1968 study on teacher aides 
revealed that very little was known about the aid 
that aides supposedly etn It was found that 
there is some direct relationship between the use 
of aides and action programs to improve instruc- 
tion. Some general points crop up regularly: 1) 
Teachers who have aides usually will not do 
without them. 2) Teachers who are contemplat- 
ing having aides often are very apprehensive 
about sharing the classroom with another adult. 
3) Training programs need to be developed at 
which both the teacher and aide learn to work 
together, 4) Teacher aides are performing three 
categories of services: supervisory, clerical, and 
instructional. 5) Teacher aides generally express 
satisfaction with their jobs, but complaints relate 
to the teacher’s over-expectations or under-ex- 
pectations of them. The roles must be defined. 
The rest of us might just play our roles by sup- 
porting the several differentiated staffing studies 
now under way and withholding judgment until 
the relevant data have been gathered and 
analyzed, and by staying off the bandwagon until 
more is known about the advantages and disad- 
vantages. Many years may elapse before we really 
know what aid to education the teacher aides 
have provided, but the future looks bright. (JS)

Its objectives were 
to train indigenous nonprofessionals as teacher 
aide assistants for employment in inner city and 
ghetto schools, to meet the current shortage of 
certificated bilingual teachers, and to pinpoint the 
need for community colleges to come to terms 
with the work-study approach to training pro- 
grams. The 36 participants came from low-in- 

come minority groups, with approximately 50 

percent black and 50 percent Chicano; only two 

were men. They were drawn from ten Los An- 

eles school districts, Head Start agencies, the 

asadena Commission on Human Need and Op- 
portunity, and Pasadena City College, the host in- 
stitution. Problems were encountered in obtaining 
professional errs and cooperation from 
agencies, particularly in the attempt to encourage 
differentiated staffing and the increased use of 
paraprofessionals. The limited scope of the pro- 
gtam precluded any major impact and it was not 
possible to discover any real impact on the school 
districts or on the trainees themselves. Some of 
the problems may be resolved in the 1970 pro- 


gtam. There are 12 appendixes, including details 
of the objectives; correspondence, minutes of 
committee meetings, and the final evaluations of 
the trainees.

The year’s most sig- 
nificant developments are these: 1) AFT, through 
participation in the Full Funding Committee 
coalition, succeeded in winning bigger ia- 
tions for federal aid than ever before. 2) E' 
to include paraprofessionals in the union had 
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been successful in Philadelphia, New York, and 
Newark. 3) Since the 1956 expulsion of southern 
locals which refused to integrate, organizing has 
been difficult but is now progressing on an in- 
tegrated basis, situations in Georgia, Tennessee, 
Texas, New Orleans, and Florida are encourag- 
ing. 4) In the fight against anti-teacher injunc- 
tions, Hawaii and Pennsylvania have already 
passed laws allowing teachers to strike under cer- 
tain circumstances. 5) Union action has exposed 
and forestalled many such panacea schemes as 
educational vouchers, performance contracting, 
and differentiated staffing. I would like to see the 
Full Funding Committee expanded into a kind of 
“children’s lobby.”” We continue to be active on 
the civil rights front. Nothing has come of our ef- 
forts toward the uniting of AFT and the National 
Education Association for teacher unity. Now we 
must increase the Militancy Fund to support such 
improvements as our More Effective Schools plan 
which continues to demonstrate that good 
teachers with smaller classes and time for 
planning can educate children despite the 
problems. This is a summary of a speech 
delivered by President David Seldon to the mem- 
bership of the American Federation of Teachers.

This competition may lead to the 
identification of ‘‘natural enemies’’ and, for the 
discipline of rhetoric, some of these are (1) the 
business man, who debases rhetoric by using fear 
and false promises to gain success, (2) the 
historian, who regards speeches as appearances 
which obscure reality or as storehouses from 
which information can be drawn, (3) the literari- 
an, who either relegates rhetoric to a second class 
position, or confuses it with stylistics, (4) the 
communicologist, who frequently mistakes the 
part for the whole and attempts to provide 
statistical formulas for explaining rhetoric, and 
(5) the rhetorician, who either concerns himself 
with the “witness” rhetoric of demonstration or 
dehumanizes the art in his pendantic concern 
with its elements. Recently, one ancient enemy-- 
philosophy--has been aligned with rhetoric in the 
publication of a new journal “Philosophy and 
Rhetoric,” devoted to the scholarly trusts held in 
common by both disciplines. (JM) 
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In spite of the diversity of subjects subsumed 
under the generic term speech, all areas of this 
discipline are based on oral communication with 
its essential elements--voice, action, thought, and 
language. Speech may be viewed as a community 
of persons with a common tradition participating 
in a common dialog, described in part by the 
memberships and activities of its learned socie- 
ties. Speech as a separate discipline evolves from 
(1) the informal rhetorical theories of the Egyp- 
ises of 
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The amounts and kinds of speech information 
in high school English non-literature textbooks 
were examined in 32 textbooks published 
between 1960 and 1964 to measure the propor- 
tion of each book devoted to speech instructional 
materials and to locate 28 pre-determined speech 
areas recommended for secondary level speech 
instruction. Using a Quality Index, the textbooks 
were judged to be good, fair, or poor. Findings 
indicated that (1) speech coverage in the text- 
books ranged from 2% to 22% of the content, (2) 
only eight of the 28 recommended areas of 
speech content appeared in more than half of the 
textbooks with fewer than half of the texts rated 
as good, (3) little positive relationship was 
established between quality ratings and the quan- 
tity of speech coverage, and (4) although the im- 
portance of oral communication was generally 
recognized, more accurate coverage was given to 
speech experiences than to basic speech skills, 
and distinctions between oral and written expres- 
sion were not made. This study implies that, 
judged by textbook content, the field of English 
does not offer adequate speech instruction at the 
secondary level. (Author/JM) 
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The adoption of a behavioralist stance in edu-

tians (2900 B.C.), (2) the systematic 
Aristotle, Cicero, Quintilian, and Augustine, (3) 
the 18th century concern for communication in a 
parliamentary society, (4) the 19th century in- 
terest in language and style, and (5) the 20th 
century need for a clear, precise system of com- 
munication based upon research using such 
modes of inquiry as description, experimentation, 
and historical or rhetorical analysis and synthesis. 
Since the act or process of communication (an 
essential function of mankind) is the domain of 
the discipline of speech, and is a necessary ele- 
ment in most intellectual and _ scientific 
disciplines, the practitioners of speech must con- 
struct relevant programs which provide. links 
between theoretical principles and effective prac- 
tices.

The Fish- 
bein Attitude and Beliefs Scale theories, which 
hold that an individual's attitude towards any ob- 
ject is a function of his beliefs about that object, 
were selected as the most appropriate. The 
Teacher Attitudes Toward Evaluation (TATE) 
was developed and the pilot test indicated that 
there was a high positive correlation between the 
attitude toward the object and the obtained mea- 
sure of the attitude. Subsequent use of TATE in a 
field study revealed that in almost all cases in- 
creases in knowledge about the research or 
evaluation in progress were paralleled by in- 
creases in favorable attitudes toward various 
components of evaluation.

High School from November to December 1969. 
School communications as determined by the 
teachers, administrators, and staff of the school 
were surveyed. The student perspective of inter- 
personal communications in the school is also 
presented. The students see their communications 
with various members of the faculty, administra- 
tion, and staff as poorer than the teachers view 
their communications with the same people, ex- 
cluding the counselors. The counselors while rat- 
ing lowest with the teachers, rate highest with the 
students. Students suggested specific changes in 
the organizational and personal behavior of 
teachers, administrators, and staff.

ment Goals, Resource Allocations 

In the 1940's and 1950's, the goal of the 
schools was equal opportunity for all. Now the 
goal is to maximize the potential of each child 
through individualized instruction. As a result, 
standardized tests and measures lacking in 
prescriptive information on students are falling 
into disfavor. The three principal past uses of 
it, research, and counseling-- 
will be joined by evaluation that facilitates in- 
struction, curricular management, and resource 
allocation. Teachers will need item analyses of an 
individual's performance on achievement tests to 
explore areas of weakness. Criterion-referenced 
tests, new inventory tests on relevant student 
background, process oriented measures, modality 
preference tests, cognitive style instruments, and 
the like. Curricular management will strongly 
emphasize behavioral objectives, process (rather 
than input-output) measures, and relevancy tests. 
Comparison of school districts with similar inputs 
will emerge. Resource allocation will be strongly 
oriented to accountability with formance 
guaranteed contracts proliferating. The coming 
changes are exemplified by test selection commit- 
tees which no longer consist mainly of counsel- 
lors, but include many teachers, curriculum ex- 
perts, and administrators as well. The counseling 
profession is not adequately prepared to meet the 
schools’ new information requirements and 
changes are necessary in pre- and in-service edu- 
cation. (DG) 
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Sigmund Koch has suggested that psychology is 
not and cannot be a coherent science in terms of 
the philosophy and methods of the physical 
sciences and that the term science cannot be 
properly applied to psychology, esthetics, 
creativity, or the domains of the humanities. 
Starting from this premise, the present author 
asks whether the research methods of science are 
not really transferrable to the study of living per- 
sons and interpersonal relationships? Or, is 
another kind of h method ded to study 
the infinite variety and complexity of human ex- 
perience.

Ex- 
periment I showed repeated constrast pairs easier 
to discriminate than initial or final contrast pairs 
and that results were poorer on the first day. In 
experiment Il, first day performance was also sig- 
nificantly poorer than the other days. It is sug- 

that repeated testing is necessary for 

young children and that repeated contrast pairs 
may provide a means of obtaining more complete 
assessment of ical discrimination ability 
in children.

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Available designs and instruments for evalua- 
tion are not adequate to meet the varied needs of 
evaluation. Therefore, evaluation needs to be 
reshaped in terms of 1) consideration of how and 
where currently available theories, designs, and 
instruments are proving useful, 2) identification 
of needs that cannot be met ith currently availa- 
ble constructs and tools, and 3) an attempt to 
identify guidelines for efforts to meet unfulfilled 
needs. On this context, the history of educational 
testing and evaluation is briefly reviewed and 
some interesting new ideas noted. The rather 
recent concepts of formative versus summative 
evaluation, of fidelity versus bandwidth of infor- 
mation and of group evaluation versus individual 
evaluation might be of help to reshape evaluation 
positively if the needs for evaluation can be ex- 
amined within a framework of educational deci- 
sion making. (CK) 
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This paper describes the construction and use 
of a set of evaluative instruments to aid in the 
planning of in-service programs. The four instru- 
ments constructed used Stufflebeam's four 
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evaluative strategies: context, input, process, and 
product. They were designed to provide rating 
which could be compared in regard to personnel 
group and local school district variables. The in- 
struments were administered to 410 teachers and 
173 administrators in lowa school districts. Dif- 
ferences in administrators’ and teachers’ percep- 
tions in evaluating in-service programs was a 
major factor in the study. Superintendents rated 
all four concepts higher than principals and both 
groups rated all four higher than teachers. Older 
teachers gave higher ratings than younger 
teachers. Other differences are noted and in- 
terpretations suggested. (LR)

Founded on a systems model of political 
processes and a review of studies relating values 
to political controls, 90 value items were ad- 
ministered to “mainstream” and “eddy” (dissent- 
ing) groups, including moderate and radical stu- 
dents, Rotarians, member of the New Democratic 
Coalition, Navy enlisted men, and Navy brig 
prisoners for the purpose of (a) devising an in- 
strument for measuring politically relevant values 
and (b) exploring the values dynamics underlying 
dissent.

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PMA, Primary Mental Abilities, Stanford 
Achievement Test 
The prediction of achievement provides 

teachers with necessary information to help chil- 

dren attain optimal achievement. If some skill 

prerequistites to learning which are not fully 

developed can be identified and strengthened, 

higher levels of achievement may result. The 

Metropolitan Readiness Tests (MRT) are routine- 

ly given to all University City kindergarten chil- 

dren. The test of Primary Mental Abilities (PMA) 

was then administered to groups of boys and girls 

who were reasonably representative of children in 

University City Schools in the second month of 

first grade, and the Stanford Achievement Test at 

the end of first grade. Analyses of the data 

revealed similarities and differences in the effec- 

tiveness of these tests in predicting performance, 

b of the Stanford Achieve- 
ment Test, seven to thirteen months later. Both 
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tests identified abilities and guided teachers in in- 
dividualizing programs based on a_ child’s 
developmental needs. However, the MRT were 
more applicable to boys, the PMA to girls. The 
use of the scores on both tests together added 
very little to their predictive value; the PMA test 
hs a slight advantage over the MRT if one had to 
select a single test. (Author/PR) 
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Identifiers—Early Education Screening Test Bat- 
tery 
A 30-minute screening battery of tests and sub- 
tests selected from the complete 90-minute bat- 
tery used in USOE Prekindergarten-Kindergarten 
research plus three locally developed instruments 
were identified as the most satisfactory single 
measures of cognitive, motor, auditory, visual, 
visual-motor coordination, and language develop- 
ment to provide an economical assessment of 4 
to 6 year old children. The statistical analyses 
upon which test recommendations were based are 
reported. Although the 1961 Experimental Edi- 
tion of the Illinois Test of Psycholinguistic Abili- 
ties was used in this study, the similarity and im- 
provement of the subtests suggests that the 
desirability of introducing the 1968 Revised Edi- 
tion in future testing. The appendix contains the 
locally developed measures: the Behavior Rating 
Scale (TM 000 185), the Three-Dimensional Au- 
ditory Discrimination Test (TM 000 186), and 
Gross Motor Observations (TM 000 187), and 
also lists the tests forming the complete 90- 
minute battery.

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The Behavior Rating Scale measures behavioral 

skills by observing the child during the adminis- 

tration of other tests. The rating dimensions in- 

clude independence, concentration, tractability, 

attitude and disposition toward testing, and over- 

flow behavior. All are scored on a scale of 0-4, 

low to high. (PR) 
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The Three Dimensional Auditory Test mea- 

sures the preschool child's auditory skills. It 

requires 3 to 4 minutes individual administration. 

The examiner needs a collection of props, listed 

on the score sheet, and a large box in which to 

place them. These objects are presented to the 
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child in pairs and he is required to discriminate 
between the similar sounds of single words 
describing each object in a given pair. The test 
roars no particular skill for administration. 
(PR) 
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Gross Motor Observations is a test for 

preschool children which measures motor skills, 

Individual administration takes only two to three 

minutes and items are scored 0-3, low to high. 

The child is asked to perform a series of simple 

physical tasks which reveal the level of his motor 

ability. No skili is required for either administra- 

tion or scoring and the only necessary equipment 

is a balance beam. (PR)

tery 
The development and content of the Early 
Education Screening Test Battery are described 
elsewhere (TM 000 184). This report provides 
norms for the Gross Motor Test (GMO), Visual- 
Motor Integration (VMI), four scales of the Il- 
linois Test of Psycholinguistic Abilities (ITPA), 
Peabody Picture Vocabulary Test (PPVT), and 
the Behavior Rating Scale (BRS). For each test, 
tables are included which allow one to obtain the 
age equivalent, psycholinguistic age, mental age, 
standard deviation, standard score, or IQ score, 
as required, from the raw test scores. Tables are 
also provided which allow one to interpret these 
derived scores in terms of developmental skill 
level--very superior, superior, high borderline, 
etc. A profile sheet on which the latter results 
may be graphed is included. With a completed 
profile, a teacher can determine a_ child’s 
strengths and weaknesses at a glance. (DG) 
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To measure the attitudes of professional per- 
sonnel in the Dayton Public Schools concerning 
factors related to equal educational opportunity, 
this survey instrument was devised which com- 
bines open-ended questions with more structured 
Likert-type scale statements and rank-order sec- 
tions. The instrument was not field-tested before 
its administration. The questionnaire includes 
items in the following areas: basic educational 
needs of students, staff integration, Equal Educa- 
tional Opportunity Task Force activites and func- 
tions, teacher needs and skills in the new situa- 
tions and their self-actualization, pupils and their 
achievement, black-white interaction, student un- 
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rest, blocks to academic progress, key factors in 
academic achievement, and teacher background 
and characteristics. (CG) 
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This report contains a series of studies which 
fepresent ongoing research of six investigators, 
who seek to elucidate through empirical studies 
the psychological characteristics of culturally dis- 
advantaged children. The chief aim has been to 
make comparative analyses of abilities and learn- 
ing characteristics of children from intact sub- 
population groups that differ markedly in the 
degree of school success typically achieved. The 
studies focus on: a two-level theory of mental 
abilities; the organization of abilities in preschool 
children; level I and level Il performance in low 
and middle socioeconomic status (SES) elemen- 
tary school children; relationship of the “Draw-a- 
Man” Test to level I and level II; comparison of 
“culture-loaded"’ and “‘culture-fair” tests; social 
class differences in free recall of categorized and 
uncategorized lists; mental elaboration and learn- 
ing proficiency; ethnicity-SES and learning profi- 
ciency; and, elaboration training and paired as- 
sociate learning efficiency in children. Appen- 
dixes contain some of the test forms used.

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This progress report of the Riverside Unified 
School District comprises a summary of the effect 
of integration on the achievement of elementary 
pupils.

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In this speech, testing experts or clinical 
psychologists called to give evidence in court 
cases on segregation either in the school or the 
classroom are provided with guidelines in prepar- 
ing their case in document form with sources 
ready at hand.

From the vocational classes of an 
urban integrated high school, a sample of 91 dis- 
advantaged students (66 males and 25 females) 
and 71 advantaged students (54 males and 17 
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les) were randomly selected. The twelve 
teachers of these students were also involved. 
Disadvantagement was determined in terms of an- 
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nual family income (less than $4,000), living 
quarters (lowsrent tenements or subsidized hous- 
ing), and receipt of state aid or welfare funds. 
There was a minority composition of over 50 per- 
cent Negroes and Puerto Ricans among the disad- 
vantaged students, and a white majority of 75 
percent among the advantaged. An inventory of 
40 bipolar traits was given to the students, and 
the teacher group was given some traits but with 
instructions to rate each of the students in the 
sample who were in the instructor's class. It was 
found that disadvantaged students view them- 
selves similarly to how they believe others look at 
them, but the teachers actually see. them less 
positively. However, teachers tended to think 
more highly of advantaged students.

Ethnic group differences on these variables 
decrease after desegregation. Mexican-American 
subjects were found to have a more realistic in- 
crease in confidence following desegregation; and 
black children, highest in expectations, showed 
an overall decrease in anxiety.

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This brief presented to the Canadian Special 
Senate Committee on Poverty seeks to establish 
some workable definition of “the poor” in 
Canadian society. Attempts are made to outline 
the potential of education for promoting the 
economic well-being of Canadians. It is found 
that the poor often get the poorer schools, pro- 
grams, and teachers, rather than the special and 
superior programs which they appear to require. 
These inequities tend to be compounded by re- 
gional inequalities in ability to finance education. 
Throughout the brief, particular emphasis is 
placed on the severe educational problems of the 
Indians, Eskimos, Metis, and Negroes. It is sug- 
gested that the urban poor constitute the largest 
problem for the schools; but the native peoples, 
urban or rural, and the Negroes are the most in- 
tractable problem. Seventeen recommendations 
concerning the alleviation of poverty are made, 
with particular emphasis on changes required in 
education. It is further recommended that 
resources for education be so distributed as to 
bring to disadvantaged children the special edu- 
cational programs and facilities they need. Also 
stressed are parental involvement and special 
training of teachers.

This is a first-year report of an attempt to 
create a tutorial community in an elementary 
school.

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The Milwaukee Bilingual Program was initiated 

in September, 1969 and funded under ESEA Ti- 

tles VII and I and under Milwaukee Public 

Schools’ Local Funds to develop a curriculum 

taught in both Spanish and English in order to 

prevent the hindering of learning and lowering of 
self-esteem often experienced by newly arrived or 
recently arrived pupils of Latin-American 
heritage. Oral and written course work was 
presented in Spanish and English by a bilingual 
staff, mainly Latin American. First grade pupils 
learned to read in their mother tongue; reading in 
the other language began in the second semester. 

The curriculum was evolved through a search for 

existing bilingual materials and staff development 

of new media. Parents and community were 
represented by members of an Advisory Commit- 
tee which met regularly with the project director. 

During the school year, a total of 256 pupils par- 

ticipated at various times. There were 125 com- 
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parison pupils in three of the four schools. 
Findings at the elementary level at the end of the 
year conclude that kindergarten bilingual pro- 
gram and comparison pupils did not differ in 
achievement, as measured by the Test of General 
Ability and the Metropolitan Readiness Test. 
However, Oral English tests indicated 45 to 85 
percent improvement by the end of the year in 
the kindergarten, first, and second 
grades. (JM) 
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Identifiers—California 
The study takes place in a field setting at three 

different schools. Each group is composed of two 
black and two white students assigned randomly 
to either an experimental or control condition. 
Fourteen groups were run for each condition or a 
total of 28 groups. In the control condition both 
blacks and whites receive the same neutral train- 
ing procedure including the basic rules for play- 
ing a game of strategy. The training is given to 
the whole group, separating racial pairs into two 
different rooms.

According to the index of initiation 
rates, the status ordering in the experimental con- 
dition is the reverse of the control condition; 
blacks dominate instead of whites. Further the 
improvement of black performance does not en- 
tail a significant reduction in white activity.

Each group comprised two 
white and two black subjects, matched on 
socioeconomic background and attitude toward 
school.

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In 1968, a project entitled “Accelerated Train- 
ing Programs in Underprivileged Environments” 
attempted to investigate possibilities of preventive 
mental health techniques through early imple- 
mentation of behavior modification procedures. 
The general objects of this project were: to alter 
the pre-school environment of children aged 0-5 
from a culturally deprived welfare population in 
order to achieve behavior which is socially and 
economically compatible with that of American 
life; to work with the mothers of these pre-school 
children to increase their capacities to provide an 
emotionally stable home environment; to work 
with underprivileged high school and college 
youths in order to train them as teachers of the 
underprivileged; and, to work with children now 
in the public schools who are functioning 
academically at a level significantly lower than 
the grade level in which they are enrolled. In 
January 1969, a Child Development Center was 
established to fulfill the terms of the Project. Its 
program differed from programs such as Head 
Start. Children participated year-round in full-day 
sessions. Terminal behaviors were identified and 
then broken down into component parts which 
could be taught to children. A contingency 
management system was employed to facilitate a 
high success rate.

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This report presents the preliminary findings of 
a research project designed to investigate the 
ways local school systems in the North deal with 
de facto school segregation. The communities 
chosen for the investigation are those 95 cities in 
the Permanent Community Sample of the Na- 
tional Opinion Research Center (NORC) which 
are non-Southern and had a black population of 
at least 3,000 in 1960.

It appears that remediation 
exercises for such children should focus prin- 
cipally upon improving these abilities in both the 
syntactical and automatic aspects of language.

For this reason and 

because it is an innovation in youth training in 

the United States, the school was evaluated for its 

efficiency and its effectiveness in preparing youth 
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for the world of work. To gather the data neces- 
Sary to evaluate this experimental program a se- 
ries of questionnaires were used to survey-inter- 
view previous trainees, and to interview the 
trainee’s family, employers of trainees, and per- 
sonnel of schools attended by the trainee prior to 
entering MVVS. The survey revealed an overall 
placement rate of 88 percent for the first 2 train- 
ing years, with the highest placement rates re- 
gistered for auto training, drafting, machine shop 
Operator, and welding. Specific problems 
identified as hindering the placement of graduates 
included: (1) a previous court record, (2) the 
lack of a high school diploma, (3) the selective 
service status of many graduates, and (4) the lack 
of practical experience. Among the many recom- 
mendations is one stating that the pilot experi- 
mental title and concept should be reapplied to 
MVVS for at least 2 more years in order to pro- 
vide a more complete evaluation of this type pro- 
gram. (Author/JS) 
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Project TALENT is a large-scale, long-range 

educational research effort aimed at developing 
methods for the identification, development, and 
utilization of human talents, which has involved 
some 440,000 students in 1,353 public, private, 
and parochial secondary schools in all parts of 
the country. Data collected through teacher-ad- 
ministered tests, included some 2,000 items of in- 
formation about each student and some 1,000 
items about each school. The student information 
included measures of (1) breadth of general in- 
formation, (2) interests, (3) information in 
specific areas, (4) vocabulary, (5) motivational 
factors, and (6) scientific attitude. Other mea- 
sures included those concerned with memory for 
sentences, the ability to use the English language, 
and tests dealing with creativity and mechanical 
reasoning. Use was also made of inventories to 
explore personality, vocational interests, and ex- 
periences. This information is in the computer 
processing stages and will provide data for later 
reports describing the schools these students at- 
tended and the interests, aptitudes, abilities, ac- 
tivities, and plans of the students. Anticipated 
continuing studies will be made at one, five, ten, 
and twenty years. (Author/JS) 
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To help counselors develop appropriate models 

for students with different characteristics, this in- 

vestigation involved two studies using films and 

videotapes in an effort to stimulate individuals to 

explore and to gather information on vocational 

educational opportunities. The key experimental 

phases of the two studies compared the relative 
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influence of Mexican-American and non-Mex- 
ican-American social models on Mexican-Amer- 
ican and non-Mexican American 10th grade sub- 
jects. Among the findings in Study A was that 
subjects who saw social models of an ethnic 
group like their own scored higher on the mea- 
sure of the subject's interest in occupations and 
related activities than did subjects who saw 
models of an ethnic group unlike their own. In 
Study B it was found that Mexican-American sub- 
jects who saw the Mexican-American social 
models performed slightly more information-seek- 
ing behaviors, and made slightly more favorable 
attitude changes than did Mexican-American sub- 
jects who viewed non-Mexican-American models. 
Study B further suggested that films rather than 
written presentations are more favorably reacted 
to by all subjects and that female subjects 
responded to the treatment suggestions to engage 
in information seeking ee more than did 
male subjects. (Author/JS) 
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A national conference on accreditation of 
public postsecondary vocational education pro-

Although all countries face shortages of profes- 

sional personnel, the problem is especially critical 

for the developing nations, who face the drain of 
high-level manpower to developed nations. This 
study of the migration of manpower from the 

Philippines to the United States identifies the 

major factors in this exodus, improves prediction 

techniques, and analyzes ways to minimize 
emigration through improved educational pro- 
grams. Out of a population of 9,613 college-edu- 
cated Filipinos who studied in the United States 
between 1960 and 1965, 753 names were chosen 
through disproportionate stratified sampling of 
the medical and nonmedical segments of the 
population. After further division of the sample 
into those who returned to the Philippines and 
those who remained in the United States, usable 
questionnaires were returned by 66 migrants and 

188 nonmigrants. The report concludes from the 

data that migration is highly related to attitudes 

toward the home country, as well as personal 
characteristics such as age and sex. Consequently, 

a short-run program to reduce emigration should 

involve government support of education for in- 

dividuals carefully screened for attitudes and per- 
sonality traits. In the long run, however, educa- 

tion and the climate for research must be im- 

proved so that talent is adequately utilized. (BH) 
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This study offers a conceptual framework for 

preparing people for adequate performance of 

occupational roles, an analysis of key issues, and 
information on experiences and current practices 
in the field. The main features of the conceptual 
framework include general education, general 
plus pre-occupational education, job-entry train- 
ing plus further education, and career-long 
further training and retraining plus further educa- 
tion. The logical starting point for planning a 
developing country’s occupational education and 
training system is analysis of its emerging needs 
for qualified personnel. An integrated planning 
approach begins by surveying the country’s activi- 
ties that will require qualified personnel and 





proceeds to the needs of each sector and ulti- 
mately to each employing establishment. Once 
the planner has a fairly clear idea of the kinds of 
qualifications needed, the curriculum content 
must be determined. Next, the planner must con- 
sider the institutions available and ways to link 
the formal education system and the employment 
system. Finally, the over-all planning, coordinat- 
ing and financing of the training system must be 
considered.

In addition, structured in- 
terviews were held with 243 workers to deter- 
mine training history. Findings revealed that the 
intervening system acts as a link between the 
gtaduates and dropouts of the educational and 
employment systems. There is a trend toward 
transferring the training activities of the interven- 
ing system to the employment system. Utilization 
of school curriculum in performing current jobs 
revealed substantial duplication of learning, and 
the general theory component was more useful in 
acquiring new skills, while specific skills were 
least utilized in employment. These findings sug- 
gest that the educational system of Tunisia should 
put less emphasis on specific training and more 
emphasis on producing readily trainable, rather 
than specifically trained, persons. To reduce edu- 
cational expenses, the problem of dropouts and 
repeaters must be studied, and the educational 
system should be relieved of specific training 
functions in order to eliminate duplicate training.
